Civil  Disobedience  action  where 
more  than  3,000  gathered  in  sup¬ 
port  of  a  physical  blockade  of 
seven  of  the  permanent  missions  to 
the  United  Nations  known  to  rep¬ 
resent  the  nuclear  threat  and  their 
possession  of,  or  experimentation 
with,  nuclear  weaponry. 

Both  Saturday’s  march  and 
Monday’s  actions  were  organized 
around  the  United  Nations’  Sec¬ 
ond  Special  Session  on  Disarma¬ 
ment  (SSD  II).  Called  by  the 
Caucus  of  Non-Aligned  Nations, 
first  in  1978  and  again  in  1982,  the 
Special  Sessions  reflect  a  concern 
growing,  primarily  in  the  Third 
World,  that  the  buildup  of  nuclear 
military  power  by  predominantly 
Western  nations  presents  an  un¬ 
checked  danger  which  needs  to  be 
dealt  with  in  a  political  arena. 

The  demands  of  the  march  on 
Saturday  were  varied,  with  many 
of  the  participants  calling  for  a 
unilateral  freeze  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  nuclear  technology  and 
many  who  demanded  an  across- 
the-board  dismantling  of  all 
nuclear  weapons,  as  well  as  any 
other  instrument  of  wartime  de¬ 
struction. 

The  militancy  of  the  demonstra¬ 
tion  came  mostly  in  its  overwhelm¬ 
ing  size,  while  very  few  ofithe  pre¬ 
designated  contingents  actually 
voiced  their  specific  goals  for  the

BOSTON  —  Mayor  Kevin 
White  announced  on  June  11  that 
he  has  appointed  Brian  McNaught 
as  his  new  liaison  to  the  lesbian 
and  gay  community. 

McNaught,  a  writer,  lecturer, 
sex  counselor  and  gay  religious  ac¬ 
tivist,  is  perhaps  best  known  for 
his  work  with  Dignity,  an  organi¬ 
zation  of  Catholic  lesbians  and  gay 
men.  He  is  the  author  of  a  book,  A 
Disturbed  Peace:  Selected  Writ¬ 
ings  of  an  Irish  Catholic  Homo¬ 
sexual,  and  of  a  regular  column 
which  appears  in  several  gay  news¬ 
papers  around  the  country. 

“Brian  McNaught  is  a  highly 
qualified  professional,  and  I  wel¬ 
come  him  to  city  government,” 
said  Mayor  White  in  a  press  release 
announcing  the  appointment. 
“Among  his  responsibilities  will 
be  this  one  of  primary  importance: 
to  help  us  eliminate  discrimination 
on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation 
in  Boston.” 

In  an  interview  with  GCN  which 
will  appear  in  next  week’s  issue, 
McNaught  discussed  his  ideas  for 
the  job.  “The  purpose  of  the  liai¬ 
son  as  I  see  it  is  to  make  sure  the 
services  the  city  provides  its  citi¬ 
zens  are  provided  to  gay  men  and 
women  without  regard  to  sexual 
orientation,  that  those  people  who 
are  gay  be  made  aware  that  there 
are  services  available  to  them,  such 
as  police,  fire,  (and)  health  care,” 
he  said. 

“I  see  myself  as  a  person  who  is 
going  to  need  and  will  receive  in¬ 
put  and  direction  from  large  num¬ 
bers  of  people  in  the  community,” 
McNaught  explained,  “people 
who  know  what  their  needs  are

TORONTO — The  Body  Politic 
has  been  acquitted  a  second  time 
of  the  same  charge  of  sending 
obscene  material  through  the 
mail. 

Provincial  Court  Judge  Thomas 
Mercer  ruled  on  June  15  that 
although  pedophilia  is  “indecent 
and  immoral,”  and  although  an 
article  the  gay  monthly  published 


and  who  need  someone  in  city  hall 
to  help  them  to  have  those  needs 
met.  I  don’t  have  all  the  answers.  I 
don’t  even  know  what  all  the  prob¬ 
lems  are,  and  it’s  going  to  be  a  pro¬ 
cess  of  listening  to  the  community 
and  doing  whatever  I  can  to 
change  whatever  situation  needs  to 
be  changed.” 
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McNaught  fills  a  position  left 
vacant  since  June  of  1981,  when 
then-liaison  Robin  MacCormack 
was  dismissed,  ostensibly  because 
of  financial  difficulties  caused  by 
Proposition  2Vi,  a  voter-backed 
tax  cut  initiative  which  sharply  cut 
municipal  revenue.  After  a  well- 
publicized  demonstration, 
members  of  the  Boston  Tea  Party 
2Vi  Commitee  met  on  several  oc¬ 
casions  with  Mayor  White  and 
other  city  officials  to  demand  re¬ 
instatement  of  the  position  and  in¬ 
creased  city  action  on  matters  of 
importance  to  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community,  (see  GCN,  Vol.  8, 
Nos.  46  and  48). 

At  a  March  10  meeting  with  the 
Tea  Party  2Vi  Committee,  White 
agreed  to  hire  a  new  liaison,  ap¬ 
point  a  lesbian  or  gay  man  to  the 
city  Health  and  Hospitals  Com¬ 
mission,  issue  a  new  executive 
order  based  on  the  Tea  Party  2Vi 
Committee’s  proposed  draft  of  a 
gay  rights  ordinance  and  work 
with  committee  members  to  find  a

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The  News  Media 
Miss  the  Point

NEW  YORK  —  How  the  public  interprets  major  political  events  fre¬ 
quently  depends  on  how  the  media  report  them,  and  it  is  instructive  to 
look  at  how  the  New  York  media  covered  the  anti-nuclear  demonstra¬ 
tion  on  June  12. 

According  to  the  New  York  Times,  “religious  as  well  as  secular  peace 
groups”  had  planned  and  organized  the  march,  as  if  that  distinction 
were  the  most  important  among  the  widely  varied  groups  participating. 
Why  not  “homosexuals  as  well  as  heterosexual”  groups?  Remember 
that  the  Times  treats  gays  and  lesbians  the  same  way  it  treated 
“Negroes”  in  the  ’50s.  But  the  Times  did  report  our  diversity,  although 
by  portraying  a  political  event  as  a  harmless,  polyglot  street  festival. 
One  article  was  subtitled  “Earnestness  and  Whimsy  in  a  Colorful 
Panorama.” 

The  Wall  Street  Journal,  on  the  other  hand,  featured  a  lengthy  op-ed 
tirade  on  the  Thursday  prior  to  the  march  which  constituted  the  paper’s 
only  coverage  of  the  event  except  for  a  six-line  note  at  the  bottom  of 
Monday’s  page  one.  The  op-ed  piece,  which  tried  to  demonstrate  that 
most  peace  groups  were  nothing  more  than  Communist-front  organiza¬ 
tions,  constituted  blatant  red-baiting  that  no  doubt  convinced  its  con¬ 
servative  readers.  “The  congeniality  of  views  between  the  Soviet  Union 
and  these  prominent  Western  peace  groups  has  its  roots  in  the  success  of 

the  Soviet  peace  offensive  in  Europe,”  wrote  Dorothv  Rabinowitz.

defiant  tradition 

CALGARY,  ALBERTA,  Canada— This  city’s  Take 
Back  the  Night  march  was  marred  somewhat  when 
police  filed  charges  against  some  of  the  march’s  par¬ 
ticipants  and  organizers,  according  to  The  Body 
Politic. 

Six  women  were  charged  with  obstructing  traffic 
and  parading  without  a  permit  in  the  April  16  march. 

The  trouble  began,  reports  TBP,  when  approx¬ 
imately  40  women  converged  on  the  scene  of  a  police 
officer  singling  women  out  of  the  crowd  —  apparently 
at  random  —  and  pulling  them  off  to  the  side.  Four  of 
the  six  were  from  the  organizing  groups.  At  that  point 
the  police  gave  the  women  an  ultimatum:  stick  to  the 
sidewalk  or  face  charges.  The  six  agreed  to  abide  by 
the  wishes  of  the  crowd;  a  motion  to  take  the  streets 
carried  overwhelmingly. 

The  press  covering  the  march  then  began  per¬ 
sistently  questioning  the  police  about  their  intentions 
in  the  face  of  direct  defiance  by  the  march  partici¬ 
pants  and  the  police  responded  by  charging  the 
women  who  had  earlier  been  singled  out. 

According  to  organizer  Deborah  Jehn,  who  was 
one  of  the  women  charged,  the  organizers  had 
deliberately  not  sought  a  permit  because  permits  for 
night  marches  automatically  come  with  a  police 
escort.  This  of  all  marches,  Jehn  explained,  wasn’t 
about  to  look  to  men  for  protection  “and  thus  under¬ 
mine  our  own  power.  It’s  a  tradition  that  reclaim  the 
night  marches  don’t  have  permits.” 


touch  banned 

VIENNA,  Austria  —  A  Woman’s  Touch,  a  book 
published  in  the  U.S.  featuring  photographs  and  . 
graphics  of  lesbian  eroticism,  has  been  confiscated 
by  police  in  Vienna,  according  to  the  International 
Lesbian  Information  Service  (ILIS)  in  Helsinki, 
Finland. 

A  Women’s  Solidarity  Celebration  was  called  for 
mid-May  to  protest  the  confiscation.  The  women  also 
called  for  the  removal  of  paragraphs  220  and  221  from 
the  Austrian  criminal  code.  These  paragraphs  “dis¬ 
criminate  between  heterosexuality  and  homosexual¬ 
ity,”  according  to  ILIS.

close  to  the  record 

WASHINGTON,  D.C.— The  Gay  Rights  National 
Lobby  (GRNL)  has  announced  that  two  additional 
members  of  Congress  have  agreed  to  co-sponsor 
H.R.  1454,  the  national  Gay  Civil  Rights  Bill. 

The  additional  sponsorships  bring  the  total 
number  of  co-sponsors  to  54.  GRNL  reports  that  one 
more  co-sponsor  will  tie  the  previous  record  high 
of  55. 

The  two  new  sponsors  are  Rep.  Harold  Washing¬ 
ton  (D-IL)  and  Rep.  Henry  Reuss  (D-WI).  Steve  Endean 
of  GRNL  notes  that  the  two  new  co-sponsorships 
come  as  a  “direct  result  of  the  assistance  of  Rep.  Phil 
Burton  (D-CA).” 

A  press  release  from  GRNL  also  commented  that 
“the  fact  that  Wisconsin  has  recently  become  the  first 
state  in  the  nation  to  pass  a  statewide  gay  civil  rights 
bill  is  believed  to  have  affected  [Reuss’ s]  decision.” 


no  to  tutelage 

ALGIERS— An  attempt  by  the  Algerian  govern¬ 
ment  to  introduce  a  new  “Family  Code”  has  been 
defeated,  according  to  information  from  Spare  Rib 
noted  in  off  our  backs. 

Under  the  socialist-inspired  constitution,  drawn 
up  after  independence  in  1962,  women,  who  had  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  fight  for  independence,  had  equal 
status  with  men  before  the  law. 

Proposed  “reforms,”  however,  introduced  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  orthodox  interpretations  of  Islam, 
would  have  reduced  women  to  the  status  of  legal 
minors  and  placed  them  under  the  tutelage  of  their 
nearest  male  relatives,  and  could  have  prevented 
women  from  working  and  could  determine  whom  they 
should  or  should  not  marry. 

The  “reforms”  had  been  the  subject  of  con¬ 
siderable  debate  since  they  were  introduced  last  fall. 
They  were  tacitly  supported  by  the  National  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  Algerian  Women,  an  official  government  organ¬ 
ization,  but  strongly  opposed  by  blue  and  white  collar 
women  workers,  academics  and  students.  In  several 
instances,  women  demonstrated  outside  the  National 
Assembly,  chanting,  “We  want  to  decide  our  ex¬ 
istence  and  our  future,”  and  “No  to  socialism  without 
the  participation  of  women.” 


youth  funds 

NEW  YORK— The  New  York  Gay  Teachers 
Association’s  Youth  Services  Committee  has  an¬ 
nounced  the  formation  of  a  student  scholarship  fund, 
according  to  the  Association’s  Newsletter. 

“A  deserving  gay  or  lesbian  student  each  year 
will  receive  a  scholarship  towards  further  study. 
Monies  in  the  fund  will  also  be  available  to  gay  and 
lesbian  youth  in  crisis  situations  who  need  emer¬ 
gency  funds,”  says  the  newsletter. 

The  committee  is  sponsoring  a  benefit  square 
dance  to  initiate  the  project;  featured  musicians  will 
be  The  New  York  Women’s  String  Band. 


historical  tide  turner 

SYDNEY,  Australia— Jerry  Falwell’s  tour  to 
Australia  late  last  month  was  a  flop. 

The  Gay  Solidarity  Group  of  Sydney  reports  in  a 
press  release  that  “At  every  step  opposition  forces 
overshadowed  his  support.”  The  release  also  notes 
that  “At  the  airport  Falwell  did  not  know  [his  host  the 
Reverend  Fred]  Nile  or  his  organization,  the  Festival 
of  Light.” 

“The  next  day,  in  Canberra,  200  protested  at 
Falwell’s  National  Press  Club  luncheon.  The  Cam¬ 
paign  Against  Repression,  set  up  to  coordinate  ac¬ 
tivities  against  the  Christian  right,  had  circulated  a 
ten-page  information  kit  of  Falwell’s  more  embarass- 
ing  quotations. 

When  40  protesters  broke  into  the  press  lunch¬ 
eon,  half  the  journalists  applauded.  Falwell  went  on  to 
explain  how  the  International  Year  of  the  Child  was 
anti-American  and  to  claim  that  there  are  more  blacks 
in  his  Lynchburg  congregation  than  in  all  of  Australia. 
Falwell  later  claimed  the  journalists  were  drunk,”  con¬ 
tinued  the  release. 

On  Sunday,  May  23,  Falwell  held  a  public  meeting 
which  attracted  400  Baptists  inside  and  400  pro¬ 
testers  outside.  The  Sisters  of  Perpetual  Indulgence 
performed  an  Exorcism,  and  the  Gay  Liberation  Quire 
and  Margaret  Roadknight,  a  popular  Australian 
singer,  sang  for  the  demonstrators. 

The  Festival  of  Light  is  the  equivalent  of  the 
Moral  Majority  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  Australia. 
The  release  comments  that  in  the  past,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  has  succeeded  in  drawing  crowds  of  35,000  to  its 
rallies  but  that  only  Baptists,  a  relatively  small 
denomination  in  Australia,  attended  Falwell’s  cru¬ 
sades,  billed  as  a  chance  to  “turn  the  tide  of 
Australian  history”  and  “witness  an  awakening  to 
greatness.” 

Australian  gay  activists  had  been  planning  for 
Falwell’s  visit  for  some  time.  Well  before  his  arrival, 
gay  groups  had  registered  “Moral  Majority”  as  a  trade 
name  and  were  selling  stickers  and  t-shirts  with  such 
slogans  as  “Moral  Majority  supports  abortion  on 
demand.” 

Gay  Solidarity  Group  Sydney  comments  that 
“throughout  the  visit  media  attention  had  been 
diverted  from  Falwell  to  the  campaigns  of  the 
women’s  and  gay  movements,”  and  notes  that  fol¬ 
lowing  Falwell’s  rally,  the  Sydney  Morning  Herald 
“carried  a  picture  not  of  Falwell,  but  of  the  Sisters  of 
Perpetual  Indulgence.” 


invisible  buggery 

TORONTO,  ONTARIO,  Canada- A  gay  man  ar¬ 
rested  and  charged  with  committing  buggery  has 
been  tried  and  acquitted  here  with  the  condition  that 
for  one  year,  he  not  set  foot  in  the  area  bounded  by 
Bloor,  University,  Dundas  and  Sherbourne  streets, 
Toronto’s  gay  ghetto. 

According  to  The  Body  Politic,  Alex  Johnston 
was  arrested  by  three  plainclothes  policemen  in  the 
stairwell  of  a  parking  garage,  where  he  had  been  talk¬ 
ing  with  and  embracing  a  man  he  had  met  earlier  that 
evening.  After  being  taken  to  the  police  station,  John¬ 
ston  was  questioned  about  his  activities  that  evening 
and  discovered  that  the  cops  were  convinced  that  he 
was  a  hustler.  “How  much  did  the  other  guy  give 
you?”  Johnston  was  repeatedly  asked.  “They  alter¬ 
nately  threatened  to  break  my  arm,  to  blind  me,  or  to 
cripple  me,  if  I  didn’t  tell,”  Johnston  commented.  The 
processing  officer  refused  to  address  him  as  anything 
but  “Faggot.” 

At  his  trial  two  months  later,  the  police  testified 
that  they  observed  Johnston  and  his  friend  “drop  his 
pants”  and  lean  over  a  railing.  The  other  man  was  seen 
to  “drop  his  pants  and  mount  Johnston’s  back,  en¬ 
gaging  in  the  act  of  buggery.”  The  police  maintained 
that  the  stairwell  was  enclosed  in  glass  so  that  the  ac¬ 
tions  of  the  two  men  were  plainly  visible  not  only  to 
the  arresting  officers,  but  to  members  of  the  general 
public.  Johnston’s  attorney,  Peter  Maloney,  intro¬ 
duced  photographs  which  demonstrated  to  the  Court 
that  from  where  the  officers  said  they  were  standing, 
it  was  not  possible  to  see  what  they  said  they  saw 
unless  they  had  the  ability  to  see  through  the  brick 
walls. 

In  his  summation,  the  judge  declared,  “I  am  very 
doubtful  that  they  could  have  seen  what  they  claimed 
to,”  and  dismissed  both  of  the  indecency  charges 
against  the  two  men.  Johnston,  however,  was  told 
that  the  charges  against  him  were  dismissed  on  the 
condition  that  he  stay  out  of  Toronto’s  gay  district,  ex¬ 
cept  to  go  to  the  campus  of  the  University  of  Toronto, 
where  he  had  planned  to  be  a  student.  The  judicial 
caveat,  Johnston  told  TBP,  had  forced  him  to  recon¬ 
sider  his  plans  to  attend  the  University. 


murderous  negligence 

HOUSTON— The  family  of  murdered  Houston 
gay  activist  Fred  Paez  has  filed  suit  against  the 
Houston  Police  Department,  HPD  officer  Kevin  Mc¬ 
Coy  and  Best  Delivery  Systems,  Inc.,  according  to  the 
Montrose  Voice. 

Paez  was  shot  to  death  on  June  28,  1980. 
Although  a  jury  acquitted  McCoy  of  charges  of 
criminally  negligent  homicide  last  September,  the 
suit  charges  that  the  HPD,  McCoy  and  Best  Delivery 
Systems  were  grossly  negligent. 

According  to  the  Voice,  the  suit  alleges  that  Mc- 
Coy^s  consumption  of  five  beers  prior  to  the  shooting 
had  affected  his  judgement,  that  Best  Delivery  failed 
to  supervise  McCoy  properly  as  its  employee  and  that 
the  HPD  had  not  given  McCoy  proper  training  in  the 
use  of  his  non-standard  issue  gun  or  in  consumption 
of  alcohol  while  working  at  an  extra  job. 

In  the  trial  last  September,  McCoy  testified  that 
his  gun  had  accidentally  discharged  while  he  was 
holding  it  to  Paez’s  head  and  Paez  had  attempted  to 
grab  for  the  pistol. 

The  damages  sought  in  the  lawsuit  were  un¬ 
specified.

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Columbia  City  Council  Votes  Down  Gay  Rights

COLUMBIA,  MO.  —  “Can  it 
be  cured?”  This  was  one  question 
about  homosexuality  Mayor  John 
Westlund  hoped  to  address  at  the 
June  7  city  council  meeting  here. 
The  council  voted  five  to  two 
against  an  amendment  that  would 
have  added  “affectional  or  sexual 
orientation”  to  a  city  ordinance 
that  already  prohibits  discrimina¬ 
tion  on  the  basis  of  “race,  creed, 
color,  religion,  sex,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  marital  status  or 
handicap.” 

More  than  100  residents  attend¬ 
ed  a  public  hearing  held  prior  to 
the  council’s  vote.  Supporters  of 
the  amendment  sat  on  the  left  of 
the  council  chamber  and  op¬ 
ponents  sat  on  the  right  as  42  peo¬ 
ple  equally  divided  on  the  issue 
voiced  their  convictions  before  an 
all-white-male  council. 

Supporters,  including  a 
defeated  city  council  candidate, 
religious  leaders  and  people  who 
gave  personal  testimony  on  the 
burden  of  discrimination,  used 
civil  rights  as  the  basis  of  their 
please.  The  ordinance,  they  said, 
would  simply  protect  lesbians  and 
gay  men  in  housing,  employment 
and  public  accommodations  as  it 
now  protects  other  citizens  of  Co¬ 
lumbia. 

The  Human  Rights  Commis¬ 
sion,  which  has  been  studying  the 
amendment  since  January,  pro¬ 
posed  in  May  that  it  be  adopted  by 
the  City  Council,  which  has  ulti¬ 
mate  authority  over  the  Commis¬ 
sion.  In  1975,  the  Council  flatly  re¬ 
jected  a  similar  proposal. 

The  amendment  is  not  an  issue 
that  can  be  decided  on  the  basis  of 
personal  beliefs,  said  Commission 
Chairwoman  Nancy  Langworthy. 
“What  we’re  talking  about  is  a 
civil  rights  issue,”  she  said.  “Not 
protecting  these  folks  from  dis¬ 
crimination  is  immoral.”

Yet  poor  Ms.  Rabinowitz 
seems  to  have  succumbed  to  the 
post  hoc  ergo  propter  hoc  fallacy 
of  reasoning.  Just  because  the  soc¬ 
ialist  countries  and  the  Western 
peace  movement  share  the  same 
humanist  goal  of  disarmament 
doesn’t  mean  they  are  controlled 
by  the  same  Soviet  masters;  a  sim¬ 
ilar  result  need  not  have  a  similar 
cause.  Those  who  marched  up 
First  and  Second  and  Third  and 
Fifth  and  Seventh  and  Eighth 
Avenues  to  the  rally  in  Central 
Park  know  just  how  diverse  and 
determined  this  movement  is  and 
how  the  ground  swell  for  disarma¬ 
ment  is  but  a  precursor  for  the 
movement’s  coming  strength. 

But  one  of  the  worst  hatchet 
jobs  on  the  march  was  perpetrated 
by  the  New  York  Daily  News. 
Though  a  favorable  editorial  wel¬ 
comed  demonstrators  to  the  city, 
the  paper  gave  prominent  play  to 
a  column  by  Jimmy  Breslin  on  the 
Pantex  nuclear  warhead  assembly 
plant  in  Amarillo,  Texas.  As  anti¬ 
nuclear  demonstrators  filed  past 
the  News  offices  on  East  42nd 
Street,  Breslin  spoke  on  the  phone 
to  Billy  Ford,  a  worker  at  the 
Pantex  plant,  who  told  Breslin 
that  “We’re  glad  to  have  jobs. 
We’re  very  much  in  favor  of  what 
we’re  doing.”  Adding  insult  to  in¬ 
jury,  Breslin  noted  that  the  “al¬ 
most  totally  middle-class  white 
parade”  that  had  “flown  in  from 
the  Des  Moineses  of  the  nation  on 
their  parents’  credit  cards”  still 
didn’t  have  “the  feeling  of 
strength  needed  to  overcome  that 
inherent  in  Billy  Ford,  who  makes 
his  living  every  day  by  manufac¬ 
turing  hydrogen  bombs  for  his 
nation.” 

How  Breslin  could  tell  that  the 
marchers  were  “almost  totally 
middle-class  white”  from  his  win¬ 
dow  high  above  42nd  Street  is  a 
matter  for  some  conjecture,  let 
alone  how  he  managed  to  inform 
himself  on  the  financial  prepara¬ 
tions  made  by  three-quarters  of  a 


Opponents  vehemently  dis¬ 
agreed.  “I  urge  that  you  vote 
against  this  so  that  we  do  not  incur 
the  wrath  of  God  upon  us,”  said 
the  Rev.  Herb  Swanson,  a  Luth¬ 
eran  minister.  To  accept  homo¬ 
sexuality  is  to  accept  sodomy,  he 
said. 

Media  coverage  has  been  exten¬ 
sive,  as  both  daily  newspapers  and 
radio  and  television  stations  turn¬ 
ed  gay  rights  inside  out.  Columbia 
Daily  Tribune  publisher  Hank 
Waters  exemplified  the  feelings  of 
many  local  journalists  in  his  unre¬ 
lenting  support  for  the  amend¬ 
ment’s  passage. 

Typical  of  his  editorials  is,  “For 
those  who  believe  in  protecting  the 
rights  of  individuals  to  pursue  a 
way  of  life  that  does  not  unduly 
disrupt  others,  a  sexual  preference 
amendment  is  just  and  pro¬ 
per.  ...  It  is  simply  another  one 
of  those  legal  protections  for  mi¬ 
norities  that  are  compatible  with 
society’s  espoused  principle  of  jus¬ 
tice  for  the  individual.” 

The  public  hearing  was  kicked 
off  with  a  letter  from  Columbia 
Department  of  Health  Director 
Leroy  Miller,  a  medical  doctor, 
who  wrote,  “It’s  a  well-known 
fact  that  homosexuals  have  a  high 
incidence  of  sexually-transmitted 
diseases.”  He  added  that  he  does 
not  want  Columbia  to  become 
another  San  Francisco. 

“Nobody  is  asking  the  council 
to  put  the  stamp  of  approval  on 
homosexuality,”  said  city  council 
candidate  Andrew  Twaddle.  He 
quoted  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  — 
“The  test  of  democracy  is  how 
well  it  protects  its  most  despised 
members”  —  and  said  that  there  is 
no  evidence  to  support  opponents’ 
fears.  Attorney  Marilee  Braun  said 
the  amendment  would  offer  gay 
men  and  lesbians  “fundamental 
rights  taken  for  granted  by  the  ma¬ 
jority.” 


million  people.  And  Billy  Ford 
doesn’t  have  enough  conscious¬ 
ness  to  realize  he’s,  building  his 
own  coffin  as  well  as  humanity’s. 

But  that  the  demonstrators  lack 
strength  is  easily  enough  dis¬ 
missed.  According  to  visiting 
members  of  the  Texas  Mobiliza¬ 
tion  for  Survival,  a  bill  to  convert 
the  Pantex  plant  to  peacetime  uses 
will  soon  be  introduced  in  the 
Texas  Legislature.  While  the  bill’s 
chances  of  passage  are  not  highly 
rated,  its  introduction  is  neverthe¬ 
less  a  first  shot  in  the  coming  bat¬ 
tle  over  nuclear  energy  and  its 
uses. 

The  “mainstream”  .  media, 
then,  certainly,  seem  to  distort  the 
goals  and  participation  of  the 
march  by  painting  us  a  joyous 
street  fair,  as  “Communists”  or 
as  “middle  class  whites.”  That 
such  attempts  veer  off  in  such  rad¬ 
ically  different  directions  should 
be  proof  enough  that  these  inter¬ 
pretations,  reasoned  in  a  va¬ 
cuum,  simply  won’t  stick. 

Considering  how  the  media 
have  distorted  the  march,  should 
we  assume  that  it  has  blunted  the 
march’s  message?  Will  the  Amer¬ 
ican  people  and  its  leaders  dismiss 
the  marchers  as  middle-class  or  as 
Communists  or  as  both?  I  think 
not.  The  ground-zero  and  freeze 
campaigns  seem  to  have  perco¬ 
lated  into  almost  every  cranny  of 
American  consciousness,  the  Billy 
Fords  notwithstanding.  Accor¬ 
ding  to  a  recent  Harris  poll,  67 
percent  of  the  American  public 
favors  the  destruction  of  all 
nuclear  weapons  immediately. 

The  anti-nuclear  movement 
continues  to  build  in  response  to 
Reagan’s  racist  arms  buildup  and 
the  uninhibited  boosterism  of  the 
nuclear  power  industry.  And  until 
those  policies  are  overturned,  our 
movements  will  comprise 
Communists  and  the  middle  class 
and  everyone  in  between,  all  de¬ 
manding  an  end  to  a  fratricidal 
and  ruinous  arms  race. 


University  of  Missouri  student 
Cathy  Seabaugh  read  a  letter  on 
behalf  of  residents  in  Columbia’s 
Third  Ward.  “Gay  people  should 
have  the  freedom,  in  this  country 
above  all  others,  to  pursue  careers, 
housing  and  a  normal  life  without 
persecution,”  the  letter  stated  in 
part.  Third  Ward  Councilman 
Rodney  Smith  chastised  the  anon¬ 
ymous  writer  of  that  letter  and 
those  of  others  that  were  unsigned. 
If  the  letter  isn’t  worthy  of  a  sig¬ 
nature,  it  isn’t  worth  being  con¬ 
sidered,  he  said. 


Nearly  all  the  councilmen 
agreed  that  proponents’  argu¬ 
ments  were  the  more  logical.  But 
the  five  who  voted  against  the 
amendment  cited  the  will  of  the 
“silent  majority”  in  their  decision. 
Councilmen  said  opinions  and  let¬ 
ters  of  their  constituents  were 
about  ten  to  one  against  the  pro¬ 
posed  amendment. 

“It  is  the  behavior  or  action  that 
is  being  discriminated  against,” 
not  the  person,  read  Fourth  Ward 
Councilman  Pat  Barnes  from  a 
prepared  statement  before  casting 


his  vote. 

Dan  Viets,  chairman  of  the 
Human  Rights  Commission  in 
1975  when  the  proposal  was  tabl¬ 
ed,  came  that  Monday  night  to 
warn  the  council:  “Regardless  of 
the  outcome  of  the  vote,”  he  said, 
“we  can  be  sure  that  this  is  not  an 
issue  that  will  go  away  and  die.” 

Real  estate  agent  Holt  said  after 
the  meeting,  “It’s  a  victory  for 
Jesus  tonight.  God’s  in  control.” 


Attack  on  Women’s 
Sex  Ed  Continues

LONG  BEACH,  CA  —  Faculty 
members  in  the  embattled  Wom¬ 
en’s  Studies  Program  at  California 
State  University,  Long  Beach  have 
come  under  renewed  attacks  by 
conservative  lawmakers  and  right- 
wing  fundamentalists. 

One  instructor  privately  calls  the 
attacks  a  witchhunt  against  les¬ 
bians  at  the  university. 

Dr.  Barry  Singer,  the  psychol¬ 
ogy  professor  who  came  under  fire 
for  his  so-called  “tolerance  of 
homosexuality,”  resigned  after  13 
years  with  the  school  rather  than 
face  further  reviews  of  his  courses. 
The  week  before  he  resigned. 
Singer  was  suspended  for  30  days 
by  university  President  Stephen 
Horn. 

School  officials  were  also  prob¬ 
ing  his  off-campus  sexual  activity 
with  students  after  he  admitted  to 
a  Los  Angeles  Times  reporter  that 
he  had  dated  several  students  and 
had  attended  parties  with  students 
where  clothing  was  optional. 

Neither  activity  is  prohibited  by 
university  policy,  however,  and 
there  is  little  chance  Singer  would 
have  been  disciplined.  But  Singer 


resented  the  suspension  and  felt 
the  administration  was  caving  in  to 
pressure  from  the  evangelical 
Christians.  He  had  already  had  his 
“Psychology  of  Sex”  course  re¬ 
viewed  by  ethics  and  curriculum 
committees  and  had  agreed  to 
make  changes  in  the  course  to  ap¬ 
pease  the  evangelicals. 

Just  days  before  he  was  sus¬ 
pended  in  May,  Singer  told  GCN, 
“I’ve  made  the  changes  they 
wanted.  As  far  as  I’m  concerned, 
there’s  no  more  to  discuss.  I  will 
not  go  through  any  more  reviews 
and  if  I’m  asked  to.  I’ll  take  the 
administration  to  court.  My 
course  still  includes  a  number  of 
field  trip  options,  including  visits 
to  gay  bars,  lesbian  bars  and 
Metropolitan  Community 
Churches,  which  seems  to  excite 
the  evangelicals  more  than 
anything  else.  But  I’m  not  going  to 
back  down  on  that  and  people  can 
go  take  a  flying  fuck  if  they  don’t 
like  it.” 

Since  his  resignation  on  May  28, 
Singer  has  been  unavailable  for 
comment. 

Dr.  Betty  Brooks,  an  instructor 
in  the  Women’s  Studies  Depart-

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march  or  for  the  SSD  II.  The  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  contingent,  which 
was  divided  into  several  sections 
and  merged  with  the  feminist, 
Third  World,  progressive  and 
other  groupings,  was  as  somber  as 
most.  Some  observers  estimate 
that  it  consisted  of  as  many  as 
10,000  people. 

From  both  the  rally  sites,  at  Dag 
Hammarskjold  Plaza  across  from 
the  UN  and  at  the  Great  Lawn  in 
Central  Park,  the  overriding  state¬ 
ment  was  that  nuclear  buildup  and 
the  threat  of  nuclear  war  are  a 
trade-off  of  money  that  should  go 
to  human  needs,  human  services 
and  human  life. 

Charlotte  Bunch,  representing 
the  National  Gay  Task  Force  at  the 
rally,  said  lesbians  and  gay  men 
have  been  present  in  all  the  move¬ 
ments  for  equality,  justice  and 
peace  for  many  years  but,  until  we 
began  a  movement  for  our  own 
liberation,  we  were  present  as 
second-class  citizens.  “Par¬ 
ticipating  from  behind  the  closet 
door,”  she  said,  “diminished  our 
dignity  and  the  energy  that  we  had 
to  give.”  Today,  she  said,  gay  peo¬ 
ple  are  “an  open  and  proud  part  of 
this  and  many  other  struggles.” 

“The  forces  of  bigotry,  fear  and 
violence  that  threaten  to  destroy 
our  lives  simply  because  of  who  we 
love,”  Bunch  said,  “are  linked  to 
the  forces  of  militarism,  prejudice 
and  greed  that  threaten  to  destroy 
the  planet,  denying  all  love,  free¬ 
dom  and  justice.” 

Bunch  added  that  the  impulse  to 
control  our  sexuality  and  to  con¬ 
trol  women’s  rights  to  reproduc¬ 
tive  freedom  creates  an  acceptance 
of  militarism  and  domination 
leading  ultimately  to  nuclear  holo¬ 
caust. 

Monday’s  Civil  Disobedience 
(CD)  action,  although  not  as  over¬ 
whelming  as  the  march  on  Sunday, 


was  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  the 
history  of  anti-nuclear  protest,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Blue  Lunden,  one  of 
many  people  who  participated  in 
the  demonstrations  as  a  visible  les¬ 
bian.  The  purpose  of  the  action, 
according  to  its  organizers,  was  to 
build  a  massive  human  blockade  at 
the  doorways  of  the  U.S.,  British, 
Soviet,  Chinese,  and  French  mis¬ 
sions  to  the  UN  to  “disrupt 
diplomacy-as-usual.  ’  ’ 

One  thousand  six  hundred  fifty- 
three  demonstrators  were  arrested 
by  early  afternoon  on  charges  of 
trespassing,  disruption  and  resist¬ 
ing  arrest.  Most  of  those  arrested 
practiced  non-cooperation  and 
were  dragged  away  or  carried  away 
on  police  stretchers. 

Nicole  Stromberg,  one  of  the 
many  lesbians  active  in  the  co¬ 
ordinating  of  the  June  14  cam¬ 
paign,  said,  “It’s  fair  to  say  that 
the  strength  of  this  action  came 
not  only  from  its  size,  but  from  the 
diversity  of  those  who  par¬ 
ticipated:  gay  men,  lesbians, 
radical  Jewish  groups,  Christians. 
And  the  strength  of  the  organizing 
came  in  our  ability  to  encourage 
that  diversity.” 

Organizing  for  the  CD  action 
began  as  part  of  the  June  12  Coali¬ 
tion,  later  breaking  from  it  in  an 
attempt  to  make  a  more  direct, 
more  personal  statement  about 
people’s  anger  over  nuclear  build¬ 
up.  “We  wanted  to  show  people 
exactly  to  what  extent  we  were 
ready  to  go,”  said  Thelma  Stoudt, 
who  also  contributed  to  the  org¬ 
anizing  of  the  action.  “Most  of  us 
also  participated  in  the  march  on 
Saturday,”  she  said.  “And  it’s 
great  that  there  were  800,000  peo¬ 
ple  there,  but  I  think  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  involved  in  the  June  14  action 
took  a  more  direct  step.  They  took 
responsibility  for  themselves  and 
for  the  actions  of  their  countries.

ment,  has  become  the  latest  target 
of  the  fundamentalists.  Four 
Christian  women  sent  notarized 
letters  complaining  about  her 
“Women  and  their  Bodies” 
course  to  conservative  State 
Senator  Oliver  Speraw,  who  in 
turn  sent  them  to  university  Presi¬ 
dent  Stephen  Horn  two  weeks  ago. 
In  response  to  the  complaints, 
Horn  cancelled  Brooks’  summer 
class,  “Women  and  Violence,” 
and  ordered  her  to  work  at  a  desk 
job  until  an  investigation  is  com¬ 
pleted. 

Among  the  complaints  are 
charges  that  Brooks  showed  slides 
of  male  and  female  genitals,  in¬ 
cluding  a  slide  of  her  own  genitals, 
showed  films  of  lesbians  engaging 
in  sex,  and  hosted  a  classroom  lec¬ 
turer  who  partially  stripped  to 
demonstrate  a  pelvis  exam. 

Brooks  would  not  comment  on 
the  controversy  other  than  to  say 
she  felt  the  fundamentalists  were 
“trying  to  crucify  the  Women’s 
Studies  Department  and  me  per¬ 
sonally.” 

Sources  at  the  university  said 
Brooks  may  file  suit  against  the 
school  and  the  fundamentalists. 


It’s  almost  empowering.  It’s  say¬ 
ing  to  them  that  I  have  the  power 
to  sit  here  and  you  at  least  have  to 
step  over  me  if  you  want  to  do 
this.” 

According  to  Lunden,  who  did 
CD  at  the  last  special  session  in 
1978  and  was  arrested  last  fall  for 
her  involvement  in  New  York  City 
in  the  sit-in  at  City  Hall  after  a  pro¬ 
posed  lesbian  and  gay  rights  bill 
was  turned  down  for  the  eleventh 
consecutive  year,  civil  disobe¬ 
dience  carries  with  it  a  strength 
that  is  much  larger  than  the  “sym¬ 
bolic  actions  of  a  march.  CD  says 
there  is  a  higher  law  of  knowing 
what’s  right  and  what’s  wrong. 
There  comes  a  time  that  symbolic 
actions  just  aren’t  strong  enough 
to  reflect  that  consent  has  been 
completely  withdrawn  from  a 
government.  And  only  by  showing 
a  disdain  for  the  laws  of  that  state 
can  that  truly  be  reflected. 

“CD  has  been  a  very  important 
thing  to  me,”  Lunden  said,  “Be¬ 
cause  it  is  something  that  I’ve 
always  done  in  a  sense.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  I  was  arrested  often  in  the  ’50s 
for  ‘wearing  the  clothes  of  the  op¬ 
posite  sex,’  and  civil  disobedience 
as  a  movement  has  kind  of  reflect¬ 
ed  what  I  had  already  been  doing: 
breaking  custom  and  getting  ar¬ 
rested  for  it.” 

The  involvement  of  lesbians  in 
the  June  14  Coalition  was  strong 
and  open,  with  many  women 
wearing  purple  shirts  in  visible 
solidarity  with  lesbian  issues. 
There  was  no  strong  presence  of 
gay  men,  however,  nor  was  there  a 
Third  World  presence. 

Stromberg  said  that  there  was  a 
mixed  affinity  group  of  lesbians 
and  gay  men  which  pulled  together 
at  the  last  minute  and  participated 
in  the  action.

parenting  is  not  a 
straight  privilege 

Dear  GCN: 

As  I  rapidly  approach  the  final  hearing  in  my 
custody  battle  for  my  son  (as  reported  in  GCN 
Vol.  9,  Nos.  28  and  30),  1  find  myself  eager  to 
share  some  of  my  experiences  and  thoughts  with 
the  gay  parents  and  gay  persons  who  read  your 
paper. 

First  of  all,  1  would  like  to  express  deep  ap¬ 
preciation  to  GCN  and  reporter  Jil  Clark  for  such 
accurate  reporting  of  this  close  to  my  heart  situa¬ 
tion,  and  also  to  the  readers  of  GCN  who  so  gen¬ 
erously  responded  to  my  Legal  Defense  Fund. 

As  my  lover  (of  8  years)  and  I  became  com¬ 
mitted  to  battle  for  a  better  life  for  my  son,  we 
realized  that  it  would  be  a  difficult  and  frustrating 
experience,  both  with  the  judicial  system  as 
within  our  own  lives.  However,  we  have  come  far, 
and  June  22nd  the  final  hearing  will  be  a  culmina¬ 
tion  of  all  of  our  efforts.  We  have  stood  up  for 
ourselves  and  our  love  for  each  other,  and  our 
belief  that  our  decision  to  build  a  life  together  was 
the  right  one!  We  have  not  apologized  to  anyone 
for  being  gay.  We  have  built  our  relationship  on 
the  ideals  that  we  individually  hope  are  impor¬ 
tant,  and  so  is  our  relationship.  With  that  in  mind 
we  have  decided  to  use  our  relationship  as  an  asset 
rather  than  something  we  must  cover  up. 

I  am  aware  of  the  problems  that  my  son  may 
face  as  a  consequence  of  public  recognition  of  my 
homosexuality.  A  similar  problem,  however,  is 
faced  by  any  minority  group  member’s  child.  Dif¬ 
ference  is  not  easily  accepted  in  our  culture,  but  it 
is  a  fact  of  life.  I  am  sure  that  as  a  minority  parent 
I  will  be  able  to  help  my  son  in  dealing  with  that 
kind  of  bigotry.  My  lover  and  I  are  financially 
secure;  we  feel  we  can  provide  my  son  with  a  bal¬ 
anced  perspective,  intellectual  stimulation,  and 
emotional  security  and  stability.  Our  home  is  well 
balanced,  free  of  sexuality  flaunting  and  role 
playing,  and  it  is  filled  with  love,  respect,  and 
high  values.  A  fine  place  for  a  boy  to  grow  up, 
wouldn’t  you  say? 

If  we  are  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  custody. of 
my  son  at  the  upcoming  hearing,  we  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  fight  until  the  courts  view  our  home  and 
ability  to  properly  raise  my  son  as  a  basis  for 
their  decision  rather  than  solely  by  the  fact  that 
my  relationship  is  with  another  man.  I  urge  more 
gay  parents,  both  male  and  female,  not  to  accept 
homophobic  court  decisions,  but  to  fight  for 
what  is  best  for  their  children,  remembering  all 
the  while  that  parenting  is  not  simply  another 
heterosexual  privilege.  Traditionally,  gay  parents 
have  been  a  minority  within  a  minority.  For  a 
variety  of  reasons,  many  gay  parents  have  not 
been  given  the  support  and  understanding  they 
need,  not  only  from  the  larger  heterosexual 
world,  but  even  in  the  gay  community.  To 
“straight  society”  the  terms  “gay”  and 
“parent”  often  are  seen  as  antithetical,  as  many 
people  have  bought  the  myth  that  gay  people 
can’t  or  have  no  desire  to  have  children.  Within 
the  gay  community  there  is  often  a  lack  of 
consciousness  regarding  the  special  concerns  of 
gay  parents  dealing  with  the  enormous  emotional 
and  economic  burden  of  a  custody  battle. 
Nowhere  is  society’s  homophobia  more  tragi¬ 
cally  illustrated  than  in  the  lives  of  gay  parents 
and  their  children  which  often  hinge  on  the  basis 
of  one  judge’s  bias.  I  urge  more  childless  gay 
people  to  become  more  committed  to  this  tragic 
facet  of  gay  life  lending  support  to  all  “gay 
parent”  friends,  for  being  a  gay  parent  in 
struggle  is  by  far  an  extremely  frustrating  and 
painful  position  in  life. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  mention  that  the 
contributions  to  my  Legal  Defense  Fund  have 
been  exhausted  for  quite  some  time  and  all 
further  contributions  are  desperately  needed  and 
deeply  appreciated.

jectives,  forced  into  the  closet  of  small-letter- 
ness.

the  ape  and  pride 

To  GCN: 

I  am  totally  outraged  at  your  article  “Critics 
Decry  ‘Imbalance’  in  Pride  Plans”  by  Larry 
Goldsmith!!  (June  19,  1982,  Vol.  9,  No.  47)  yes, 
there  are  four  people  speaking  from  APC  (All 
Peoples  Congress)  at  the  June  19  rally  of  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  Pride.  Yes,  we  do  speak  about  ser¬ 
ious  issues.  As  Chris  Madsen  does  too.  They  are 
real  issues  that  gays  must  face  and  struggle 
together  against:  loss  of  jobs,  housing,  and  basic 
civil  rights.  Has  Larry  Goldsmith  actually  heard 
of  the  Family  Protection  Act? 

I  went  to  the  Pride  meetings  because  I  wanted 
to  help  out,  give  my  support,  to  make  this  rally  in 
Boston  a  success,  to  insure  that  it  speaks  to  the 
diversity  of  people  who  are  lesbians,  gays  and 
supporters. 

As  you  should  know,  anyone  could  be  a  part  of 
the  Pride  Committee.  The  Committee  needs  help, 
i.e.,  volunteers,  to  insure  a  successful  march, 
outreach  and  fundraising  especially. 

As  for  the  speech’s  content,  you  only  spoke  to 
two  people  who  are  speaking.  It  is  amazing  that 
you  could  fill  your  article  with  so  much  criticism 
and  still  not  know  what  the  hell  any  of  us  are  go¬ 
ing  to  say  and  further  what  APC  is  all  about. 
First,  let  me  address  my  point  of  view  about  the 
speeches  given. 

I  know  I  tried  to  give  the  spirit  of  “joy”  within 
my  speech,  but  also  to  warn  about  the  dangers  of 
racism  and  the  reactionary  movement  that  has  ge¬ 
nuine  power  in  the  country.  As  gays,  we  have  lit¬ 
tle  rights  and  we  will  be  submerged  all  together 
unless  we  unite  .  .  .  together.  There  is  a  pride  and 
joy  in  being  able  to  march  as  a  whole,  in  being 
able  to  struggle  as  a  whole,  respecting  and  mar¬ 
velling  at  our  similarities  and  differences.  Hope¬ 
fully  within  my  own  speech  I  give  this  message 
across.  I  try  to  get  across  that  there  are  places  for 
people  of  all  backgrounds  to  go  to  to  support  all 
of  our  struggles.  And  these  various  organizations 
(and  there  are  some)  “are  not  based  on  guilt,  but 
upon  action  and  friendship.”  (parts-  of  my 
speech.) 

All  People’s  Congress  happens  to  be  one  of 
those  organizations.  It  happens  to  be  a  coalition 
of  over  800  organizations  and  labor  unions.  It 
also  happens  to  be  an  international  coalition  —  16 
other  countries.  As  for  a  similar  political  bent  —  I 
believe  that  everyone  has  basic  civil  rights  which 
are  not  a  privilege,  but  a  right.  I  believe  workers 
have  the  right  to  form  unions,  to  strike.  I  believe 
lesbians  and  gays  have  the  right  to  love  whoever 
the  hell  they  want  to.  I  believe  we  have  the  right  to 
live,  and  live  well.  Everyone  has  this  right.  And  I 
will  continue  to  fight  for  other  human  beings.  I 
have  found  the  members  nation-wide  of  APC  to 
be  over  50%peopleof  color.  And  this  group  ad¬ 
dresses  us  and  we  participate  equally  (very  rare  to 
find  a  coalition  of  this  type.) 

As  for  having  a  disabled  speaker  —  do  you 
know  it  happens  to  be  the  first  time  a  disabled 
speaker  will  speak  at  the  Pride  Rally?  The  chal¬ 
lenges  and  fear  disabled  people  face  within  the 
society  at  large,  and  within  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community  is  overwhelming.  Linda  addresses  the 
issue  aptly  —  I  hope  you  listen.  There  are  not 
many  joys  in  being  shunned,  in  inaccessibility,  in 
not  being  able  to  participate.  Only  by  people  re¬ 
cognizing  this  and  making  sure  their  meetings  and 
activities  are  accessible  and  by  struggling  against 


their  own  phobias,  will  disabled  people  be  able  to 
really  begin  to  have  the  joys  so  many  people  can 
afford. 

Also,  the  Disabled  Peoples  Liberation  Front  is 
part  of  the  coalition  of  APC.  An  important  fact 
in  itself  —  from  what  Linda  has  said  no  other 
group,  coalition  wanted  to  work  with  or  address 
disabled  people’s  rights  and  needs. 

I  have  been  entrenched  in  politics  since  the  age 
of  seven  years.  No  “cause,”  no  right,  no 
awareness  can  be  accomplished  by  isolation.  No 
understanding  can  be  done  by  just  worrying 
about  yourself  and  not  seeing  it  in  relation  to 
others  and  society  and  people  at  large.  That  is 
why  I  work  with  the  All  People’s  Congress  and  I 
am  proud  of  that.  The  people  I  work  with  are  gen¬ 
uine  and  caring  human  beings.  I  have  not  heard 
anything  about  Workers  World  and  know  abso¬ 
lutely  nothing  about  it  and  I  do  know  some  of  the 
history  of  the  formation  of  APC.  If  this  genuine 
coalition  was  “formed”  by  Workers  World, 
maybe  I  ought  to  check  out  that  group. 

As  the  founder  of  the  Asian  Lesbian  Support 
Organization  (ALSO)  I  see  the  real  need  for  the 
lesbian  and  gay  community  to  recognize  Asians  as 
humans,  as  having  the  ability  to  love,  as  also  be¬ 
ing  sexual  people.  Nor  are  we  all  China  dolls, 
cute,  passive,  docile.  Nor  are  disabled  people 
freaks,  oversexed  or  asexual.  These  are  real 
stereotypes  perpetuated  by  “mainstream 
America”  and  must  be  overcome.  It  is  hard  to  run 
around  and  be  totally  joyful  when  I  am  constantly 
being  yelled  at,  harassed,  getting  eggrolls  shoved 
in  my  face,  getting  rocks  thrown  at  me,  and  in  the 
bars  having  lesbians  harass  me  and  push  me 
around. 

1  sincerely  RESENT  the  style  and  tone  of  your 
article. 

The  speakers  were  given  only  three  minutes  to 
speak,  the  entertainment  ten  minutes  a  piece. 
Balloons,  drinks,  people,  music,  will  all  con¬ 
tribute  to  a  festive,  party  air.  I  wish  to  express 
another  type  of  constructive  joy:  unity,  aware¬ 
ness  and  working  together. 

If  Larry  Goldsmith  wants  to  go  back  to  how 
groups  were  formed  (such  as  APC),  fine.  Let  him 
also  remember  how  lesbian  and  gay  pride  started: 
Stonewall.  And  even  in  GCN  you  have  published 
articles  about  police  harassment,  beatings  and 
deaths.  We  are  not  free  —  not  yet! 

Here  is  to  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  —  not  just  for 
June  19,  1982,  but  forever!!!

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CSLDC  Responds

The  Christopher  Street  Liberation  Day  Committee  (C.S.L.D.C.)  of  New  York  City 
wishes  to  respond  to  the  article  entitled  “  ‘New  Approach’  To  New  York  Pride  Week  Criti¬ 
cized”  written  by  David  France.  Equal  time  please. 

First  some  background  on  the  Christopher  Street  Liberation  Day  Committee. 
C.S.L.D.C.  is  a  coalition  of  gay  and  lesbian  groups  and  individuals  in  metropolitan  New  York 
City.  We’ve  had  a  turbulent,  often  tumultuous,  13  year  history  characterized  by  much  inter¬ 
necine  strife.  At  present,  our  voting  membership  consists  of  approximately  19  individuals  and 
25  gay  and  lesbian  groups.  In  a  metropolitan  setting  that  claims  to  have  between  750,000  and 
1 ,000,000  gay  and  lesbian  inhabitants  we  feel  the  size  of  our  membership  is  not  so  much  indic¬ 
ative  of  people’s  apathy  but  rather  an  unwillingness  or  even  antipathy  to  get  involved  in  a 
group  that  has  seen  much  rancor  and  personal  infighting  over  the  past  years. 

While  C.S.L.D.C.  is  not  a  political  organization  its  membership  does  reflect  a  variety  of 
political  philosophies.  Many  of  the  members  are  “new”  joiners  having  eschewed  involvement 
in  the  movement  in  the  past.  Many  of  the  new  C.S.L.D.C.  members  felt  that  a  new  approach 
was  needed  for  the  March  and  Rally  in  1982.  In  the  past  years  the  Committee  was  often 
monopolized  by  splinter  groups  with  small  constituencies.  Their  representatives  were  fre¬ 
quently  vocal,  articulate  and  adept  in  intimidating  other  less  vocal,  more  conservative 
members.  Very  often  “mainstream”  gays  and  lesbians  were  ignored,  overruled  or  verbally 
assaulted. 

It  was  the  consensus  of  the  C.S.L.D.C.  Board  this  year  that  the  Committee  needed  to 
redirect  its  energies  in  trying  to  attract  a  larger  audience  than  had  been  reached  in  the  past.  The 
focus  was  on  rebuilding  an  organization  and  performing  outreach  to  individuals  and  groups 
not  only  in  the  metropolitan  New  York  area  but  outside  the  city  and  state  as  well.  In  some 
measure  we  have  been  successful  in  both  of  these  areas. 

We  realized  from  the  outset  that  there  would  be  difficulties  and  some  individuals  or 
groups  would  not  like  the  new  direction  that  C.S.L.D.C.  was  taking.  Unanimity  was  never  ex¬ 
pected  as  a  goal  but  a  diverse  representation  of  many  individuals  and  groups  from  the  New 
York  gay  and  lesbian  community  who  would  work  together  to  ensure  a  successful  March  and 
Rally  was  hoped  for. 

The  theme  for  1982  as  chosen  by  a  large  majority  of  C.S.L.D.C.  members  is  “A 
Heritage  of  Pride.”  How  to  implement  that  theme?  We  took  a  look  around  the  country  at 
the  major  cities  that  have  gay  and  lesbian  events  such  as  in  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles, 
Chicago  and  Houston.  These  cities  have  “parades”  and  “celebrations”  with  themes  that 
affirm  the  beauty,  dignity  and  diversity  of  gay  and  lesbian  people.  C.S.L.D.C.  decided  to 
stick  with  “March”  and  “Rally”  in  deference  to  the  fact  that  New  York  City  does  not  yet 
have  a  gay  rights  ordinance.  But  some  changes  were  introduced.  Such  as  having  colorful 
but  socially  relevant  floats  in  the  March  and  the  sponsorship  of  the  first  Stonewall  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Marching  Band  Competition.  C.S.L.D.C.  also  streamlined  the  Rally  by  author¬ 
izing  four  keynote  speakers  (two  men  and  two  women).  The  entertainment  was  upgraded 
from  previous  years  and  will  feature  Robin  Tyler,  the  nationally  famous  lesbian-feminist 
comedienne.  The  New  York  City  Gay  Men’s  Chorus  and  other  local  performers  will  also  be 
on  hand.  All  of  the  aforementioned  changes  were  approved  by  the  C.S.L.D.C.  Board  and 
sizable  majorities  of  C.S.L.D.C.  members. 

That  is  the  background  that  leads  us  into  our  discussion  of  David  France  and  his 
article.  Mr.  France  came  to  C.S.L.D.C.  as  a  representative  of  the  Lavender  Left  Network 
and  became  active  in  the  Program/Rally  Committee.  Like  all  new  members  he  agreed  to 
work  with  the  other  C.S.L.D.C.  members  towards  achieving  the  goal  of  C.S.L.D.C.,  i.e.  a 
successful  March  and  Rally  in  1982.  In  April  of  this  year  Mr.  France  approached  several 
C.S.L.D.C.  members  about  an  article  that  would  appear  in  a  future  issue  of  GCN  dis¬ 
cussing  both  sides  of  the  March/Parade  issue.  Once  the  article  was  written,  published  and 
read  by  C.S.L.D.C.  members  it  was  quickly  apparent  that  a  reply  was  in  order. 

In  paragraph  one  of  the  article  Mr.  France  asserts  that  the  changes  that  are  being  made 
are  considered  by  many  C.S.L.D.C.  members  to  be  a  threat  to  the  Stonewall.  Mr.  France 
does  not  define  “many”  and  implies  that  a  large  number  of  C.S.L.D.C.  members  have  op¬ 
posed  the  changes.  This  is  not  the  case.  An  examination  of  the  C.S.L.D.C.  minutes  from 
January  through  April,  1982  clearly  shows  that  on  major  decisions  —  with  2  or  3  excep¬ 
tions  —  almost  all  motions  passed  either  unanimously  or  at  least  by  a  2/3  majority.  Mr. 
France  further  suggests  that  change  is  antithetical  to  what  happened  13  years  ago  at  the 
Stonewall.  We  at  C.S.L.D.C.  disagree.  We  regard  change  as  a  healthy  process  and  feel  it 
indicates  a  growing,  viable  organization. 

In  paragraph  two  Mr.  France  mentions  that  the  budget  of  C.S.L.D.C.  was  raised  from 
$6500  in  1981  to  $65,000  in  1982.  True  enough.  But  what  he  failed  to  add  was  that 
C.S.L.D.C.  will  in  all  likelihood  not  reach  that  goal.  Why?  Because  fundraising  has  always 
been  difficult  in  New  York  City.  Part  of  the  reason  has  been  that  contributors  to  gay  and 
lesbian  causes  have  rarely  been  thanked.  The  attitude  of  some  individuals  and  some  groups 
has  been,  at  best,  condescending,  and  at  worst,  contemptible  towards  fundraising.  They 
couldn’t  be  bothered  with  such  formalities  and  just  expected  the  money  to  flow  in.  It  did 
and  invariably  the  money  that  was  donated  was  either  misspent  or  simply  disappeared. 
Regrettably  New  York  has  always  had  its  fair  share  of  gay  and  lesbian  cliques  who  had 
plenty  of  political  accountability  but  little  or  no  financial  accountability.  The  word  soon 
spread  —  don’t  give  to  gay  and  lesbian  causes!  C.S.L.D.C.  has  tried  to  change  that  image 
by  initiating  an  active  and  systematic  fundraising  campaign.  We  thank  all  contributors  and 
we  promise  an  accounting  of  all  funds  received  and  spent  to  be  published  after  the  March 
and  Rally.  While  some  may  carp  over  New  York’s  budget  being  $65,000  it  is  useful  to 
examine  what  other  cities  with  budgets  for  gay  and  lesbian  pride  events  and  parades  are 
spending:  San  Francisco-$l  10,000,  Los  Angeles-$  180,000,  Houston-$125,000,  and 
Dallas-$90,000.  New  York’s  $65,000  looks  bush-league  in  comparison. 

In  paragraph  four  a  representative  of  C.R.A.S.H.  called  Dina  is  quoted  as  saying 
“We  don’t  have  the  liberty  to  parade.”  For  the  record  there  is  no  Dina.  Due  to  a  typo  her 
real  name  is  Gina  Quattrochi  and  she  is  a  member  of  C.S.L.D.C.  As  for  her  statement 
about  liberty  we  part  company.  We  do  have  the  liberty.  Unlike  in  Russia,  Cuba  or  even  in 
Mexico  where  gays  and  lesbians  have  virtually  no  liberties  and  can  be  incarcerated  we  can 
be  visible  on  the  streets  here.  The  growth  of  the  March  and  Rally  has  demonstrated  that  in¬ 
creasing  numbers  of  people  are  coming  out  of  the  closet  and  participating  in  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  pride  activities  without  fear  of  harassment  or  discrimination.  This  year  it  is  estimated 
that  between  75,000  and  100,000  men  and  women  will  march  and  attend  the  Rally.  Many 


come  from  out  of  town  or  even  from  out  of  state.  They  come  to  New  York  City  not  to  join 
a  funeral  dirge,  wear  sackcloth  or  engage  in  polemics.  They  come  to  celebrate  and  whether 
the  event  is  a  “March”  or  a  “Parade”  is  inconsequential  to  them.  These  people  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  one  opportunity  they  have  during  the  year  to  make  a  political  statement 
by  taking  to  the  streets  and  celebrating  who  they  are. 

In  paragraph  five  Chuck  Tyson,  who  was  a  past  co-coordinator  of  C.S.L.D.C.,  was 
quoted  in  stating  his  opposition  to  the  proposed  changes  this  year.  Mr.  Tyson,  while  ex¬ 
pressing  reservations  over  these  changes,  has  charged  that  Mr.  France  misquoted  him,  took 
his  remarks  out  of  context  and  deliberately  distorted  them. 

In  paragraphs  six  through  eight  Mr.  France  quotes  Craig  Rodwell,  proprietor  of  the 
Oscar  Wilde  Memorial  Bookstore  here  in  New  York,  at  length  about  the  “commercial” 
overtones  of  the  March.  Mr.  Rodwell  specifically  objects  to  bars  and  baths  who,  if  allowed 
to  submit  floats,  will  “put  their  names  all  over  the  floats.”  If  Mr.  France  had  taken  the 
time  to  check  the  guidelines  for  float  submissions  and  shared  this  information  with  Mr . 
Rodwell,  they  would  have  both  seen  that  the  criteria  is  fairly  stringent  in  what  it  will  and 
won’t  allow.  What  C.S.L.D.C.  won ’t  permit  are  entries  that  are  commercial,  offensive  (no 
nudity)  or  obscene.  Mr.  Rodwell  goes  on  to  express  his  disdain  for  C.S.L.D.C.  and  its  ap¬ 
proach  in  obtaining  financial  support  from  businesses.  We  find  it  somewhat  ironic  that  Mr. 
Rodwell  should  harangue  against  gay-owned  businesses  when  he  happens  to  be  a 
businessman  himself.  We  also  find  it  somewhat  hypocritical  that  Mr.  Rodwell  should 
criticize  C.S.L.D.C.  in  trying  to  raise  funds  when  he  has  taken  C.S.L.D.C.  buttons  in  the 
past  and  sold  them  on  a  60-40%  consignment  basis.  While  we  admire  Mr.  Rodwell’s  early 
contributions  to  C.S.L.D.C.  we  regret  his  cynical  attitude  and  depreciatory  comments  on 
the  present  state  of  the  annual  March  and  Rally. 

In  paragraph  nine  Mr.  France  states  that  C.S.L.D.C.  is  offering  co-sponsorship  of  the 
banners  with  businesses  who  wish  to  donate  the  cost  of  banners  thus  “increasing  the 
association  between  the  movement  and  the  mostly  male  business  ventures  in  the  city.”  Par¬ 
tially  true  but  again  Mr.  France  omits  to  mention  that  all  of  C.S.L.D.C.’s  printing  is  done 
at  cost  with  labor  donated  by  Tower  Press,  a  lesbian-feminist-owned  and  operated  press, 
here  in  New  York  City. 

In  paragraph  thirteen  Gina  from  C.R.A.S.H.  is  quoted  as  saying  that  “Stonewall  was 
about  a  group  of  street  transvestites  .  .  .  and  about  a  black  transvestite  who  got  busted  and 
tried  to  escape  through  the  precinct  window  and  got  impaled  on  a  fence.”  Ed  Murphy  who 
was  at  the  Stonewall  in  June,  1969  disagrees  and  states  that  gay  black  and  white  men  were 
also  at  the  Stonewall  in  addition  to  the  transvestites.  Furthermore,  it  wasn’t  until  1970  — 
almost  a  year  after  Stonewall  —  that  the  second  incident  took  place.  It  wasn’t  a  black 
transvestite  but  a  Venezuelan  alien  who  accidentally  fell  off  the  ledge  at  the  old  Charles 
Street  Station  House.  According  to  Mr.  Murphy  the  Venezuelan  was  afraid  he  wouldn’t  get 
his  green  card  permitting  him  to  stay  and  work  in  this  country.  Any  honest  and  hard¬ 
working  journalist  could  have  verified  this  information  with  any  number  of  witnesses  who 
had  lived  or  worked  in  the  Village  in  the  late  60’s  or  early  70’s.  For  Mr.  France  not  to  have 
checked  his  facts  is  inexcusable  and  as  a  purported  journalist  he  should  have  known  better. 

In  paragraph  fifteen  Mr.  France  states  Betsy  Rodgers,  the  female  co-coordinator  of 
C.S.L.D.C.,  has  taken  a  back-seat  role  to  Tony  Gambino,  the  male  co-coordinator  of 
C.S.L.D.C.  in  the  organization  of  the  1982  March  and  Rally.  This  is  categorically  untrue. 
Betsy  has  been  consulted  on  all  major  decisions  and  has  taken  an  active  part  not  only  in  the 
C.S.L.D.C.  Board  but  also  in  the  Media  and  Outreach  Committee.  What  Mr.  France 
failed  to  report  is  that  she  has  been  enrolled  in  night  courses  and  has  found  it  difficult  to 
attend  C.S.L.D.C.  meetings  on  a  regular  basis. 

In  paragraph  sixteen  Gina  from  C.R.A.S.H.  asks  a  presumably  rhetoricaJ  question  — 
“If  Anita  Bryant  came  out  as  a  lesbian  would  we  put  her  on  the  stage  (at  the  Rally)?  The 
responses  of  several  C.S.L.D.C.  members  who  were  strawpolled  were  in  the  affirmative. 
Yes,  we  would  invite  her  to  the  Rally  in  order  to  provide  her  with  a  forum  so  she  could  re¬ 
cant  her  homophobic  sins  of  the  past.  Her  appearance  would  unquestionably  garner  na¬ 
tional  media  coverage  as  a  “born  again”  lesbian  and  would  cause  a  great  deal  of  embar¬ 
rassment  to  our  New  Right  enemies.  It  might  also  provide  the  impetus  to  Dade  County, 
Florida  to  get  started  on  a  new  gay  rights  ordinance. 

This  has  been  a  lengthy  rebuttal  to  Mr.  France  and  his  article,  but  we  felt  it  was 
necessary  to  provide  our  side.  Many  C.S.L.D.C.  members,  especially  those  who  were  mis¬ 
quoted,  have  vocally  objected  to  Mr.  France’s  article  and  some  view  it  as  divisive  and  as  a 
sectarian  use  of  the  gay  media  for  self-promotion.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  C.S.L.D.C.  a 
large  number  of  members  called  Mr.  France  to  account.  The  rhetoric  of  Mr.  France  and 
the  affected  amazement  of  his  allies  at  the  vigorous  response  of  so  many  C.S.L.D.C. 
members  to  his  inaccurate  and  misleading  article  seems  designed  to  place  Mr.  France  in  the 
role  of  martyr.  We  are  confident  that  there  are  no  McCarthyites  in  the  Christopher  Street 
Liberation  Day  Committee.  If  there  were  Mr.  France  and  others  of  his  ilk  would  have  been 
purged  a  long  time  ago.  Mr.  France  will  be  encouraged  to  stay  and  offer  constructive  input. 
But  all  C.S.L.D.C.  members  will  be  advised  to  be  wary  of  Mr.  France’s  “respect”  for  the 
truth  and  should  ask  him  point-blank  if  he  intends  to  accurately  quote  them  in  his  next 
piece  of  reportage. 

It  was  Mr.  France’s  prerogative  to  write  his  article  as  best  served  his  needs.  It  is  our 
right  to  respond  in  such  a  fashion  that  serves  our  needs.  We  have  done  so.  C.S.L.D.C.  is 
forging  ahead  and  does  not  intend  to  engage  in  further  polemics.  We  have  too  much  impor¬ 
tant  work  to  do.  We  hope  to  see  as  many  gay  and  lesbian  people  as  possible  in  New  York 
City  on  June  27,  1982  for  the  March  and  Rally.  Come  and  celebfate  with  us. 

P.S.  To  demonstrate  our  solidarity  for  gay  and  lesbian  pride  activity  in  other  cities, 
C.S.L.D.C.  intends  to  have  marching  contingents  in  both  Boston  on  June  19  and  in 
Washington,  D.C.  on  June  20.

No.  43).  The  charges,  which  are 

more  serious  than  those  leading  to 

the  two  acquittals,  refer  to  an 

article  on  fist  fucking  published  in 

April. 

The  trial  resulted  from  the 
government’s  appeal  of  an  ac¬ 
quittal  handed  down  in 
December,  1979  (see  GCN,  Vol.  9, 
No.  19).  Since  Canadian  law  per¬ 
mits  the  government  to  appeal  a 
verdict  of  not  guilty  in  any 
criminal  case,  The  Body  Politic 
could  legally  be  forced  to  stand 
trial  a  third  time  on  the  same 
charges.  According  to  Body 
Politic  news  editor  Chris  Bear- 
chell,  prosecutors  have  said  they 
would  decide  by  June  25  whether 
to  appeal  the  second  acquittal. 

Mercer  had  dismissed  charges 
on  June  4  against  Gerald  Hannon, 
Ed  Jackson  and  Ken  Popert,  of¬ 
ficers  of  Pink  Triangle  Press,  on 
the  grounds  that  the  corporation 
that  owns  the  paper,  and  not  in¬ 
dividual  officers  of  the  corpora¬ 
tion,  is  responsible  for  the  paper’s 
contents. 

Judge  Mercer  stated  in  his  five- 
page  decision  that  he  did  not  need 
to  consider  the  question  intro¬ 
duced  by  Clayton  Ruby,  Body 
Politic’s  attorney,  of  whether  the 
paper  was  protected  in  this  case  by 
the  freedom  of  the  press  provision 


of  Canada’s  new  Charter  of 
Rights. 

The  paper’s  legal  expenses  dur¬ 
ing  the  long  and  costly  court  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  paid  in  large  part 
from  donations  made  by  sup¬ 
porters  in  Canada  and  other  coun¬ 
tries.  Funds  are  still  needed  for  the 
coming  trial  on  the  new  charges  of 
printing  obscene  material.  Dona¬ 
tions  may  be  sent  to  the  Body 
Politic  Free  the  Press  Fund,  Box 
7289,  Station  A,  Toronto,  On¬ 
tario,  M5W  1X9,  Canada.

History  Lessons:  L 


by  Joe  Intenante 
James  Steakley  is  the  author  of  The  Homosexual 
Emancipation  Movement  in  Germany  (Amo  Press, 
1975).  In  that  book,  he  traces  the  emergence  of  a 
homosexual  identity  and  subculture,  and  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  the  first  homosexual  rights  organization, 
from  the  late  nineteenth  century  through  their  peak 
years  of  visibility  and  activity  in  Weimar  Germany 
of  the  1920s  to  their  suppression  by  the  Nazis  in  the 
1930s  and  1940s.  On  April  24,  Steakley  was  in 
Boston  to  present  a  slideshow  in  which  he  pursues 
and  elaborates  upon  many  of  the  issues  raised  in  his 
book.  In  particular,  his  slideshow  offers  a  wealth  of 
visual  and  factual  information  on  the  lesbian  and 
gay  subcultures  of  the  Weimar  period,  as  well  as  the 
Nazis'  "final  solution”  for  the  extermination  of  our 
German  ancestors.  Steakley  plans  to  turn  this  show 
into  an  illustrated  history  book.  After  watching  him 
speak  extemporaneously  for  two  hours  (no  mean 
feat!),  I  can  only  hope  the  book  will  appear  soon. 
The  subculture  and  movement  in  Germany  were  the 
first  visible  lesbian  and  gay  community;  it  would 
not  find  a  parallel  in  the  United  States  until  after 
World  War  H  Indeed,  the  parallels  between  Weimar 
Germany  and  our  own  time  are  so  striking,  that  our 
need  to  know  about  this  part  of  our  history  seems 
crucial.  (As  our  gay  ancestor  George  Santayana  once 
said,  "Those  who  forget  the  past  are  condemned  to 
repeat  it.'') 

I  talked  with  Steakley  about  some  of  the  simi¬ 
larities  and  differences  between  the  history  of 
Weimar  and  Nazi  Germany  and  our  contemporary 
situation.  The  following  is  an  edited  version  of  that 
interview. 

Joe:  I  frequently  hear  people  make  analogies  be¬ 
tween  the  current  political  climate  in  this  country 
and  the  rise  of  Nazism  in  Germany  in  the  1920s  and 
1930s.  In  particular,  the  Moral  Majority  and  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan  are  seen  as  signs  of  a  growing  fascist  men¬ 
tality,  embodied  in  something  like  the  Family  Pro¬ 
tection  Act.  How  fair  an  analogy  do  you  think  this 
is? 


Jim:  The  reasons  why  the  analogy  is  made  are  ob¬ 
vious.  They  have  to  do  with  the  value  both  place  on 
enforcement  of  heterosexual  roles,  enforcement  of 
family  ideology,  the  nostalgic  desire  for  a  simpler 
social  set-up  —  the  patriarchal  assumptions  that  both 
have.  But  I  think  people  fall  prey  to  an  overdrama¬ 
tizing  of  the  current  situation  when  they  call  it 
fascist.  The  movements  that  exist  in  the  U.S.  today, 
as  threatening  as  their  ideologies  are,  simply  don't 
have  the  social  grounding  that  the  Nazi  movement 
had  in  Germany.

During  the  late 
twenties  and  early  thirties,  even  the  gay  press  in¬ 
creasingly  tended  to  valorize  militaristic,  emphati¬ 
cally  masculine  images,  thus  contributing  unwit¬ 
tingly  to  the  rise  of  fascism. 


Joe:  I'm  not  sure  I  see  political  pluralism  as  the  bar¬ 
rier  you  do,  in  part  because  I  think  we  have  our  own 
form  of  national  chauvinism  here.  The  comparable 
period  to  what  you  described  would  seem  to  me  to 
be  the  nineteenth  century,  when  we  conquered  our 
continent.  We  fought  a  war  with  Mexico,  we  fought 
a  Civil  War,  and  we  wiped  out  most  of  the  Indian 
tribes  that  inhabited  what  was  called  the  "frontier." 
And  while  we  didn't  have  concentration  camps, 
death  camps,  we  did  have  reservations.  So  the  ex¬ 
termination  of  indigenous  people  is  a  part  of  U.S. 
history,  too.  And  I  think  there  are  continuities  bet¬ 
ween  this  and  our  military  ventures  overseas  — the 
Philippines  and  Cuba  in  the  1890s,  or  Vietnam  more 
recently.  Our  nationalism,  to  call  it  that,  centers 
around  "keeping  the  world  safe  for  democracy." 

That's  why  I  see  McCarthyism  as  a  more  com¬ 
parable  situation.  Reagan  really  is  trying  to  move  us 
back  into  a  Cold  War  consensus.  And  on  that  level, 
Reagan  and  these  New  Right  movements  are  in  per¬ 
fect  accord.  It's  really  the  other  side  of  the  issues 
raised  about  family  and  women's  roles  in  the  ERA 


"There  is  no  other  way  to  give  thanks  than  to  vow 
that  we  will  fight  on  for  the  Germany  for  which  you 
died."  The  cult  of  the  fallen  comrade  links  eros  and 
thanatos,  killing  off  sexual  desire  at  the  point  where 
it  could  begin  to  threaten  the  established  hetero¬ 
sexist  order  and  directing  survivors'  energies  into 
warfare.

The  key  plank  of  the  Nazi  party  was  nationalism, 
and  not  socialism  (which  turned  out  to  be  a  phoney 
campaign  promise,  or  at  least  one  that  could  not  be 
executed  in  ways  that  authentic  socialists  in  the  par¬ 
ty  ever  hoped).  That  had  a  lot  to  do  with  the  Rohm 
purge  too,  since  he  took  these  socialist  campaign 
promises  seriously.  But  the  point  about  nationalism 
is  that  all  the  flag-waving  by  the  KKK  and  Moral  Ma¬ 
jority  hasn't  the  same  kind  of  appeal  that  it  did  in 
Europe  — not  just  Germany  — in  1920s  and  1930s. 
Nationalism  was  a  force  whose  strength  we  can 
scarcely  conceive  of  in  America  today.  To  some  ex¬ 
tent  it's  still  stronger  in  today's  Europe  than  it  is 
here.  We  inhabit  a  continent  in  which  we  have  the 
sensation  that  we're  here  by  ourselves.  (Of  course, 
we  overlook  the  sovereignty  of  the  Canadians  and 
Mexicans  in  doing  so.)  In  Europe,  where  the  conti¬ 
nent  was  divided  by  language  groups,  a  multitude  of 
cultural  traditions,  and  the  memory  of  World  War  I, 
the  yearning  for  security  in  national  identity  was  a 
potent  political  force,  especially  when  the  Great 
Depression  hit. 

In  response  to  the  Great  Depression,  Germany 
came  up  with  fascism  whereas  the  U.S.  came  up 
with  FDR's  New  Deal.  The  kind  of  policies  the 
Nazis  put  through  could  count  on  popular  support  in 
a  way  that  nationalist  slogans  here  couldn't.  And 
likewise  I  don't  think  that  the  other  solutions  or 
slogans  put  forth  by  any  of  these  right-wing  move¬ 
ments  in  the  U.S.  are  going  to  achieve  that  sort  of 
success.  Look  at  the  way  Reagan  has  distanced  him¬ 
self  from  Falwell  and  other  right-wing  groups.  There 
is  a  kind  of  political  consensus  in  America  having  to 
do  with  civil  liberties  in  the  Bill  of  Rights  and  the 
importance  of  political  pluralism. 


and  abortion  — this  renewed  militarism  plays  uj 
traditionally  masculine  appeals.  Of  course,  the  C 
War  was  not  Nazism  — there  were  no  camps 
though  we  had  internment  camps  for  the  Japan 
during  World  War  II),  but  there  was  blacklisting 
sensationalist  exploitation  of  homosexuality  in  i 
media  (among  other  things,  an  alleged  homosexi 
conspiracy  to  control  the  arts  establishment  cal! 
the  "Homintem"),  and  intensified  police  attacks 
the  urban  subculture. 

I  see  a  lot  of  that  happening  today,  as  well  as  a  p 
motion  of  traditional  gender  roles  for  men  as  well 
women.  And  it's  this  promotion  of  patriarchal  i 
thority  and  of  heterosexuality  that  runs  throu 
Nazism,  McCarthyism  and  the  current  situati 
here.  But  I  sense  that  you  don't  think  these  pat 
archal  appeals  were  as  important  as  the  appeal  to  r 
tionalism.  Is  that  correct?  Do  you  really  think  th 
can  be  separated? 


Jim:  No,  and  you're  quite  correct  to  underline  tl 
patriarchal  common  denominator  of  extreme  rig! 
wing  movements.  By  emphasizing  the  nationalist 
underpinnings  of  the  Nazi  regime,  I  didn't  intend 
downplay  its  heterosexist  chauvinism.  It's  just  th 
more  was  at  work  in  the  success  of  the  Nazis,  anc 
fervently  hope  that  the  differences  will  keep 
similar  dictatorship  from  being  established  her 
When  I  contemplate  things  like  the  failure  of  tl 
ERA  in  this  country,  the  strength  of  the  patriarcl 
becomes  depressingly  apparent.  Still,  I  think  oi 
starting  point  is  a  different  point  than  Germany's  j 
1933,  that  we  have  a  strong  democratic  traditic 
that  Germany  lacks. 

While  we're  on  the  subject  of  sexism  and  the  pi 
litical  process,  I'd  like  to  point  to  a  peculiarity  of  tl 
Nazi  system.  As  important  as  it  is  to  stress  the  don 
inance  of  heterosexual  role  models  during  the  Thii 
Reich,  which  expressed  itself  among  other  things  i 
the  subordination  of  women  in  the  traditional  role 
of  wife  and  mother,  we  shouldn't  lose  sight  of  th 
fact  that  the  Nazis  actually  built  upon  male  cam: 
raderie,  a  kind  of  bonding  that  was  essential  for  th 
success  of  Hitler  Youth,  the  army,  the  paramilitar 
organizations.  Much  of  Nazi  society  was  organize 
around  the  segregation  of  the  sexes,  who  wei 
brought  together  to  procreate  and  then  separated  t 
carry  on  their  respective  tasks.  One  of  the  propagar 
dists  said  that  women's  battlefield  was  the  agony  c 
childbirth,  and  they  were  given  medals  for  havin 
children.  But  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  mal 
camaraderie  of  the  Nazis  had  a  homoerotic  undei 
tone,  that  homoeroticism  was  the  glue  that  hel 
some  institutions  together.  But  this  homoeroticisr 
had  to  be  tightly  controlled  so  it  wouldn't  fin 
physical  expression. 


Joe:  In  your  talk  you  use  the  word  "genocide"  1 
describe  the  Nazi  treatment  of  lesbians  and  gs 


"Kameradschaft"  (Comradeship),  a  programmatic 
work  by  the  Nazi  sculptor  Josef  Thorak.  The  sub¬ 
merged  homoeroticism  that  held  Nazi  society  to¬ 
gether  is  demonstrated  in  the  manly  handclasp  oi 
these  monumentally  muscular  "Aryans."  While  the 
consciousness  of  heterosexual  Germans  was  being 
forcibly  molded  by  overwhelming  statuary  of  this 
type,  laws  were  being  promulgated  that  enabled  the 
Nazis  to  dispatch  men  to  concentration  camps  foi 
kissing,  embracing,  or  merely  fantasizing  about 
members  of  the  same  sex.

men,  and  you  refer  to  the  holocaust  of  homosexuals 
as  well  as  the  holocaust  of  Jews.  Perhaps  you  can  ex¬ 
plain  why  you  as  a  historian  use  these  words? 

Jim:  This  has  to  do  with  some  very  straightforward 
material.  In  the  SS  newspaper,  Das  Schwaize  Korps, 
which  was  edited  by  Heinrich  Himmler  — who  was 
of  course  the  head  of  the  concentration  camps,  of 
which  the  SS  were  the  guards  — an  article  appeared 
in  1937  called  "These  Are  The  Enemies  of  the  State." 
The  article  was  about  Germany's  gay  and  lesbian 
population,  which  was  estimated  in  the  article  at 
2.2.  million.  Incidentally,  that  was  a  figure  that  the 
Nazi  movement  took  over  from  the  gay  movement 
itself.  This  was  an  unsigned  article,  which  means  it 
was  very  official,  representing  the  opinions  of  the  SS 
as  a  whole.  The  article  called  for  the  extermination 
of  all  2.2  million  homosexuals  in  Germany.  The 
Nazi  ideology  of  homosexuality  was  eclectic,  but 
one  strand  maintained  that  homosexuality  was  a 
matter  of  heredity,  something  that  was  passed  on 
from  one  generation  to  the  next.  Therefore  the  pro¬ 
mise  that  the  Nazis  saw  in  this  planned  elimination 
of  all  2.2  million  lesbians  and  gay  men  was  that 
homosexuality  could  not  be  passed  on  to  the  next 
generation.  It  would  be  completely  exterminated;  it 
would  not  reemerge.  Arguments  like  this  are  being 
made  today  by  Jerry  Falwell.  This  can  be  regarded  as 
genocide. 

It's  true  that  gay  men  and  lesbians  do  not  fit  into 
the  standard  definition  of  an  ethnic  group  that  could 
thereby  be  subject  to  genocide  as  it's  conventionally 
understood.  The  main  thing  that  differentiates  gay 
people  from  groups  subject  to  genocide  in  the  way 
that  it's  understood  in  international  law  is  that  gay 
people  do  not  constitute  “families."  So  that  I  think 
we  have  to  expand  the  definition  of  genocide  and 
that  it's  very  legitimate  to  do  that. 

Joe:  That  article  is  incredible.  It's  also  striking,  be¬ 
cause  the  idea  that  homosexuality  was  biological  or 
physiological  in  origin  also  lay  behind  Magnus 
Hirschfeld's  theory  of  gays  and  lesbians  as  a  "third 
sex."  As  you  note  in  your  show,  the  third  sex  theory 
was  a  way  for  him  to  attack  the  religious  notion  of 

codomy  as  a  sin,  and  the  legal  notion  of  male 
homosexual  behavior  (in  paragraph  1 75 ) 1  as 
criminally  responsible  behavior.  You  know,  we 
weren't  sinners  or  criminals,  we  were  "born  that 
way."  It's  striking  because,  once  the  Nazis  inverted 
the  value  put  on  that  argument  —  that  homosexuali¬ 
ty  was  a  form  of  racial  degeneration  — there  wasn't  a 
theoretical  basis  on  which  Hirschfeld  could  refute 
their  argument.  And  Falwell  isn't  the  only  person 
making  a  biological  argument  today;  a  lot  of  gays 
and  lesbians  seem  to  support  it,  and  the  new  Kinsey 
study  seems  to  support  it  also. 

Jim:  Hirschfeld,  as  a  leftist  Jew  and  a  leader  of  the 
gay  movement,  faced  the  Nazi  ideology  in  three 
ways.  One  of  his  few  books  that  appeared  in  English 
is  Racism,  an  attempt  to  tackle  anti-Semitism.  But 
let  me  say  something  about  this  whole  nature/nur¬ 
ture  issue.  This  tired  debate  over  what  causes  homo- 


Adolf  Hitler,  the  future  dictator  of  Germany,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  admirers  organized  in  the  SA  (Sturmab- 
teilung,  or  Storm  TroopsJ,  the  Nazi  Party's  private 
army.  Conventional  historians  have  noted  that  Hit¬ 
ler's  sex  appeal  caused  extraordinarily  high  numbers 
of  women  to  vote  for  him,  thus  linking  the  rise  of 
Nazism  with  women's  suffrage.  The  touchy  issue  of 
Hitler's  appeal  to  men  has  been  defused  by  labelling 
it  "charisma." 


sexuality  has  gone  through  some  recent  reformula¬ 
tions,  the  most  interesting  being  the  recent  Kinsey 
study  on  homosexuality,  which  does  seem  to  point 
very  strongly  in  the  direction  of  nature,  versus  peo¬ 
ple  like  Irving  Bieber  who  argue  so  strongly  in  favor 
of  nurture  (the  Oedipal  complex).  I  think  the  most 
sensible  position  in  this  whole  debate  — because 
what  does  this  mean,  that  the  Kinsey  Institute  in 
1982  has  a  position  like  the  Nazis?!  — is  that  the 
whole  nature /nurture  issue  is  an  empty  debate,  a 
false  formulation  of  the  question.  Judd  Marmor  in 
his  books  Sexual  Inversion  and  Homosexual  Be¬ 
havior  cuts  through  this  Gordian  knot  by  arguing 
that  it's  both,  perhaps  in  different  mixtures  in  dif¬ 
ferent  individuals.  That  seems  most  sensible.  I  don't 
even  want  to  argue  the  debate  on  the  Nazis'  terrain. 

So  we  can  say  (with  some  relief)  that  the  Nazis 
were  wrong.  Even  if  they  had  exterminated  all  2.2 
million  homosexuals  — a  serious  project  in  which 
they  failed  utterly,  mostly  because  they  didn't  have 
enough  time;  they  were  planning  projects  for  the 
1950s  and  1960s  — even  if  they  had  succeeded  in  the 
project,  they  would  not  have  succeeded  in  wiping 
out  gay  people.  The  genocide  campaign  wouldn't 
have  worked,  obviously. 

Joe:  Though  it's  rather  amazing  that  scientists  are 
still  debating  the  issue.  This  raises  questions  for  me 
about  who  gets  to  define  the  issues  of  concern  to  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men.  Anyway,  I'd  like  to  return  to  the 
issue  of  genocide.  Why  do  you  think  there  is  such  re¬ 
sistance  to  acknowledging  that  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  were  also  victims  of  the  Nazi  holocaust? 

Jim:  The  whole  question  of  genocide  is  one  that 
heretofore  has  been  applied  to  Armenians,  Jews, 
perhaps  to  the  Cambodians.  It  hasn't  been  applied  to 
the  gay  question  except  for  Louis  Crompton's  im¬ 
portant  article  in  The  Gay  Academic  on  "Gay 
Genocide:  From  Leviticus  to  Hitler."  One  of  the 
things  we  come  up  against  in  this  question  of  geno¬ 
cide  is  the  problem  gay  people  have  legitimizing 
themselves  vis-a-vis  groups  that  have  more  or  less 
claimed  this  label  for  themselves  and  turned  it  into  a 
jumping  off  point  for  very  concrete  political  pro¬ 
grams.  Look  at  Israel,  for  example.  So  you  have  sit¬ 
uations  like  that  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  where  a 
rabbi  wanted  to  put  up  a  mandala  for  the  victims  of 
the  holocaust  and  would  exclude  gays  at  all  costs. 
Gay  activists  saw  to  it  that  the  American  premiere 
of  Bent  took  place  in  Hartford,  a  brilliant  tactic.  Or 
the  U.S.  President's  Commission  on  the  Holocaust 
that  put  all  this  gay  stuff  at  tremendous  arm's 
length.  Or  the  Simon  Wiesenthal  Center  for  Holo¬ 
caust  Studies  which  has  also  avoided  this  issue  for  as 
long  as  I  can  remember.  For  me,  the  term  genocide  is 
justified;  and  it  simultaneously  has  to  do  with 
where  we  are  today  as  gay  people,  with  an  unprece-

dentedly  strong  sense  of  gay  community.  We,  too, 
are  using  it  as  a  jumping-off  point  for  political  pro¬ 
grams. 


Joe:  Part  of  the  problem  is  avoiding  a  phrasing  of  the 
issue  in  terms  of  who  had  a  "worse"  experience,  as  if 
one  could  measure  this  kind  of  suffering.  That  was 
one  of  the  criticims  made  about  Bent.  Martin  Sher¬ 
man,  the  author  of  Bent,  said  in  an  interview  that  he 
first  became  interested  in  the  idea  for  the  play  after 
he  read  your  book  on  the  gay  movement  in  Ger¬ 
many.  What  were  your  reactions  to  the  play? 


Jim:  Yes,  Sherman  did  say  that  in  an  interview  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Body  Politic  when  Bent  opened  in 
Toronto.  The  whole  history  of  dispute  about  gay 
people  talking  about  what  happened  to  them  in 
terms  of  genocide  came  to  a  real  head  in  the  debate 
around  the  play  Bent,  some  of  which  was  carried  out 
in  the  letters  colum  of  GCN.  This  was  an  important 
debate;  there  were  some  very  interesting  letters 
about  the  question  of  gay  and/or  Jewish  identity. 
The  problem  with  Bent  —  and  it's  a  fundamental 
weakness  that  will  keep  it  from  becoming  a  classic 
play  — is  that  it  sets  up  a  hierarchy  of  gay  and  Jewish 
suffering  at  the  hands  of  the  Nazis.  What  ends  up 
happening  is  this  act  of  coming  out,  of  solidarity  and 
honesty  at  the  end  when  the  protagonist  takes  off 
the  yellow  triangle  and  puts  on  the  pink  one  and 
then  walks  to  his  death.  Another  gay  suicide  ending 
a  work  of  literature,  but  an  inversion  of  that  stock 
ending  of  books  and  films  on  gay  themes.  It  turns  in¬ 
to  a  kind  of  weighing  of  the  identity  problems  of 
Jewishness  versus  gayness,  for  it's  set  up  in  the  play 
that  Jews  get  by  more  easily  than  gays.  This  caused 
an  understandable  uproar  among  Jews,  straight  and 
gay,  who  felt  that  the  Final  Solution  was  being  mis¬ 
represented.  The  point  is  that  this  play  crystallized 
the  debate  over  whether  the  experience  of  gay  people 
in  the  camps  could  be  analogized  or  put  on  a  par 
with  Jewish  experience.  Sherman  did  this  by  por¬ 
traying  the  gay  experience  as  worse.  This  may  have 
overstated  the  case,  but  his  play  was  the  first  work 
to  receive  national  attention  in  which  gay  genocide 
was  thematized.  He  reached  a  lot  more  people  than  I 
did  with  my  book.  And  he  effectively  challenged  the 
notion  that  the  Nazis  were  a  pack  of  sexual  perverts. 
You  know,  the  Nazis  have  long  been  tainted  with 
the  brush  of  homosexuality,  which  damages  us 
more  than  them. 


Joe:  There  are  a  lot  of  figures  thrown  around  about 
the  number  of  gays  killed  in  the  camps.  In  your  book 
you  used  a  figure  of  220,000,  but  you've  changed 
that  in  your  talk.  How  many  were  arrested,  and  how 
many  killed?  continued  on  page  10 


"Germany  must  become  strong.  Donate  for  mother 
and  child.”  In  contrast  to  World  War  I,  when  women 
were  massively  integrated  into  the  labor  force,  Ger¬ 
man  women  were  intentionally  excluded  during 
World  War  II.  There  was  no  "Rosie  the  Riveter”  in 


Hitler's  Germany;  her  place  in  armaments  produc¬ 
tion  was  filled  by  concentration  camp  prisoners. 
The  program  to  increase  the  German  population  in 
order  to  fill  conquered  territories  to  the  east  led  to  a 
one-sided  emphasis  on  childbirth,  "the  women's  bat¬ 
tlefield."

Jim:  A  lot  of  nonsense  has  been 
written  on  this  subject,  and  I’m 
afraid  that  I’m  as  culpable  as  any¬ 
one  in  misrepresenting  the  facts. 
In  my  book,  which  appeared  in 
1975,  I  took  over  unquestioningly 
the  figure  of  220,000  that  had  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Detroit  Gay  Liber¬ 
ator.  This  turned  out  to  be  a  total¬ 
ly  spurious  figure,  and  it  has  reap¬ 
peared  —  usually  in  inflated  form 
—  over  and  over  again,  explicitly 
or  implicitly  citing  me  as  the 
authority.  The  real  figures  are  far, 
far  lower,  and  there  is  an  in¬ 
teresting  psychological  quality  in 
watching  people’s  faces  fall  when 
they  hear  how  low  the  true  figures 
are,  as  if  they  had  a  stake  in  mass 
death.  About  50,000  were  ar¬ 
rested,  and  perhaps  10,000  were 
killed  in  the  camps,  although  the 
records  were  destroyed  and  we’ll 
never  be  able  to  reconstruct  ac¬ 
curate  figures.  I  can  offer  a  sop  to 
death-mongers:  gay  people  had 
the  lowest  survival  rate  in  the  con¬ 
centration  camps,  for  about  60 
percent  were  killed.  That’s  far 
higher  than  the  rate  for  other 
categories  of  internees,  although 
there  was  a  distinction  between 
concentration  camps  and  ex¬ 
termination  camps,  where  the 
Jews  were  systematically  li¬ 
quidated. 

Joe:  You  also  noted  that  there 
were  pink  triangle  lesbians.  Many 
earlier  accounts  claimed  that  les¬ 
bians  were  not  arrested  as  lesbians, 
only  for  other  reasons.  Can  you 
say  something  about  how  you 
found  out  about  pink  triangle  les¬ 
bians,  and  what  their  situation  in 
the  camps  was? 

Jim:  Two  lesbian  researchers  in 
West  Berlin  have  come  up  with 
these  important  findings,  namely 
Ilse  Kokula  and  Gudrun  Schwarz. 
Both  are  at  work  on  reconstructing 
the  social  history  of  lesbianism  in 
Germany,  before,  during,  and 
after  the  Nazi  period.  They  have 
come  up  with  documentation  on 
lesbian  prisoners  wearing  the  pink 
triangle  in  two  concentration 
camps,  Ravensbruck  and  Beut- 
zow.  Some  of  these  prisoners  were 
delivered  to  the  camps  as  lesbians 
and  immediately  given  the  pink 
triangle,  while  others  apparently 
formed  lesbian  relationships 
within  the  camp  setting  and  were 
denounced  by  other  prisoners, 
whereupon  they  were  forced  to 
add  a  pink  triangle  to  their 
uniforms.  As  with  the  men,  most 
died  but  there  were  some  survivors 
who  have  written  accounts  or  been 
interviewed.  Ilse  and  Gudrun  have 
also  interviewed  lesbians  who  lived 
through  the  Nazi  period  without 
being  arrested,  and  these  accounts 
underline  the  parallel  between  the 
experience  of  gay  men  and  wom¬ 
en.  They  lived  with  the  constant 
danger  of  being  denounced  by 
blackmailers  and  neighbors,  and 


they  did  whatever  they  could  to 
hide  their  sexual  orientation,  in¬ 
cluding  moving  to  different  cities 
and  strictly  limiting  their  circle  of 
friends. 

There  is  this  to  be  said  about  the 
difference  between  gay  men  and 
lesbians:  the  Nazis  declared  open 
warfare  on  gay  men  and  bolstered 
the  existing  law  against  homosex¬ 
uality.  Whereas  only  anal  inter¬ 
course  had  been  punishable  up  to 
the  Nazi  period,  the  law  was  ex¬ 
panded  to  include  all  same-sex  acts 
in  1935.  At  the  time,  it  was  also 
debated  by  Nazi  legal  experts 
whether  or  not  to  include  lesbians. 
It  was  concluded  that  while  les¬ 
bianism  was  undesirable,  penaliz¬ 
ing  it  under  the  law  would  serve  to 
increase  public  awareness  of  it  and 
thereby  lead  women  out  of  their  ig¬ 
norance  and  naivete.  So  lesbian¬ 
ism  remained  unspeakable,  and 
this  very  absence  of  discourse  —  as 
in  the  Middle  Ages  —  was  suppos¬ 
ed  to  hinder  it.  And  probably  did. 
So  the  particular  irony  in  the  situa¬ 
tion  of  pink-triangle  lesbians  was 
that  they  were  in  concentration 
camps  for  something  that  wasn’t 
even  illegal,  just  undesirable. 

It’s  important  for  us  to  know 
about  the  existence  of  pink- 
triangle  lesbians,  for  some  gay 
male  apologists  and  propagandists 
have  erroneously  claimed  that  men 
are  and  always  have  been  sub¬ 
jected  to  stronger  persecution  than 
women.  These  injustice-collectors 
have  sometimes  cited  the  pink  tri¬ 
angle  experience  as  part  of  their 
evidence. 

Joe:  The  majority  of  lesbians  and 
gay  men  escaped  arrest  under  the 
Nazis.  How  did  they  do  this? 

Jim:  By  getting  married  and  pass¬ 
ing  for  straight.  In  many  cases  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  actually  got 
married  to  each  other.  The  prob¬ 
lem  was  one  of  being  denounced 
and  found  suspicious,  from  as  ear¬ 
ly  as  1933.  This  has  come  out  in  a 
lot  of  accounts  of  gay  people  who 
lived  through  that  time,  and  it’s 
also  dealt  with  to  some  extent  in 
the  belles  lettres  of  that  period 
which  makes  me  think  it  was  true. 
Certainly  I’ve  known  a  lot  of  gay 
men  in  East  and  West  Germany 
who  were  married  during  the  Nazi 
period,  even  people  whom  we 
would  consider  relatively  commit¬ 
ted  gay  liberationists.  If  you  were 
caught,  you’d  had  it.  A  lot  of  gay 
people  simply  curtailed  their  sex 
lives  and  their  sexual  promiscuity. 
The  cruisiness  of  parks  and  so  on 
dropped  off  drastically.  Gayness 
was  very  closely  watched  for  in  the 
Hitler  Youth,  the  army,  the  SS  and 
SA.  The  offenders  were  severely 
punished.  It  led  to  summary  ex¬ 
ecution  in  the  last  years  of  the  Nazi 
era.  Summary  execution,  think  of 
that.

mer,”  shows  how  the  World  War 
II  situation  eroticized  the  U.S. 
population  and  got  a  lot  of  men 
out  of  their  hometowns  and  into 
places  where  a  lot  of  casual  gay  sex 
happened  on  both  coasts  of  the 
U.S.,  where  they  were  were 
mobilizing  to  go  Europe  or  the 
Pacific.  In  Germany  at  the  same 
time  the  situation  was  severely 
repressed.  I  don’t  think  German 
soldiers  were  doing  those  kinds  of 
things,  or  experiencing  the  kind  of 
geographical  and  psychic  move 
away  from  the  restrictions  at 
home. 

So  there  were  two  solutions: 
drastically  curtail  your  sexlife;  and 
give  yourself  a  cover,  so  if  you 
were  arrested  you  could  say  you 
were  a  good  family  man.  This  is 
how  the  Kaiser  Wilhelm  got  off, 
too,  in  the  Eulenberg  scandal  2  — 
it  appeared  that  he  must  be 
straight  because  he  was  married 
and  had  seven  children.  But  the 
Kaiser  was  gay. 

Joe:  What  do  you  mean  he  was 
gay?  That  he  had  sex  with  men,  or 
that  he  identified  himself,  at  least 
privately,  as  a  homosexual? 

Jim:  If  we  look  at  him  in 
ahistorical  terms,  we  must  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  he  was  a  gay 
man.  And  yet  he  was  not  a  gay- 
identified  person.  He  totally  lack¬ 
ed  that  sense  of  gay  identity  and 
community  which  exists  today, 
and  his  aggressive  macho  style 
compensated  for  a  basic  softness. 
What  he  did  have  was  a  strong 
camaraderie  with  an  entourage  of 
aristocrats  whose  gayness  is  ir¬ 
refutable.  They  knew  they  were 
different  from  other  people. 

Joe:  They  did  have  a  sense  of  dif¬ 
ference? 

Jim:  Definitely.  They  thought  they 
were  better  than  other  people. 
They  were  very  much  like  the 
Community  of  the  Special.3  They 
said  they  were  people  of  greater 
sensitivity,  artistic  temperament. 
The  leaders  of  the  Community  of 
the  Special,  I  must  point  out,  were 
all  married:  Benedict  Friedle'dnder 
and  Adolf  Brand  were  married, 
and  they  were  both  fathers.  Their 
idea  had  to  do  with  a  revival  of 
classical  Greek  ideals  which  in¬ 
cluded  being  married,  raising  chil¬ 
dren,  and  also  carrying  on  a  gay 
sexual  or  erotic  relationship  on  the 
side. 

Joe:  That’s  a  very  patriarchal  self- 
identity.  It’s  a  way  of  understand¬ 
ing  homosexual  experience  in  posi¬ 
tive  (or  non-sinful)  terms  without 
breaking  with  the  terms  of  tradi¬ 
tional  masculinity.  Some  points 
from  your  talk  make  more  sense  to 
me  in  this  light.  On  the  one  hand, 
that  Brand  and  the  Community  of 
the  Special  opposed  Hirschfeld 
and  his  theory  of  a  third  sex 
because  they  found  the  third  sex 
type  to  be  too  feminine;  and  that 
they  opposed  the  German  feminist 
movement  out  of  fears  of  femini¬ 
zation,  whereas  Hirschfeld  sup¬ 
ported  it.  And  on  the  other  hand,  I 
can  better  understand  the  shift  in 
the  soft-pom  images  in  the  Com¬ 
munity  of  the  Special’s  magazine, 
Der  Eigene,  during  the  late  1920s 
and  early  1930s:  from  the  Mediter¬ 
ranean  types  portrayed  by  Von 
Gloeden,  in  classical  or  pastoral 
settings,  to  the  decidedly  Aryan 
types  in  militaristic  poses.  They 
contributed,  as  you  said  in  your 
talk,  to  a  pro-fascist  ethos  in  part 
because  their  self-identity  was 
patriarchal  to  begin  with. 

I  mention  this  because  I  think 
some  of  the  audience  at  the  talk 
made  a  connection  between  these 
soft-porn  images  and  what  I’d  call 
the  current  “butchification”  of 
gay  male  images  and  styles  of 
presentation.  I’m  uneasy  with  this 
analogy,  because  I  think  it  ignores 
the  context  in  which  the  images  are 
presented.  The  butchness  of  the 
clone,  for  me,  is  part  of  a  gay  self- 
identity  which  is  closer  to  Hirsch- 
field  than  to  Brand  and  Fried- 
leander.  Which  is  not  to  say  that 
we  don’t  need  to  think  about  what 
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butchification  means,  but  that  we 
can’t  do  that  in  such  a  facile  way. 
Were  you  making  an  implicit  refer¬ 
ence  to  contemporary  gay  male 
styles  when  you  talked  about  that 
shift? 

Jim:  The  macho  style  that’s 
replaced  the  hippie  look  or 
whatever  within  the  gay  male  com¬ 
munity  over  the  past  decade  or  so 
is  only  superficially  parallel  to  the 
change  in  the  look  of  gay  male 
porn  prior  to  the  Nazi  period. 
There  is  no  specifically  fascist 
look,  although  certainly  the  Nazis 
did  promote  clean-cut,  muscular 
style  with  blond  hair  and  blue  eyes. 
But  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  take 
that  look  in  isolation  and  label  it 
fascist.  Wolfgang  Fritz  Haug,  a 
West  German  theorist,  has  point¬ 
ed  out  that  “fascism”  is  derived 
from  fasces,  the  symbol  of 
authority  in  ancient  Rome,  and 
ultimately  from  fascis,  which 
means  “bundle.”  The  fascist  sys¬ 
tem  derived  its  power  from  tying 
together  a  wide  variety  of  cultural 
strands  that  existed  within  German 
culture,  and  its  strength  lay  in  this 
bundling,  not  in  any  one  element. 
Many  elements  were  taken  over 
from  the  German  left,  and  they 
were  the  opposite  of  fascist.  The 
Nazis  have  tainted  a  certain  look, 
but  it  wasn’t  a  fascist  look  per  se. 

Joe:  Let’s  talk  about  the  Berlin 
subculture  of  the  1920s,  and  how  it 
was  suppressed  by  the  Nazis.  You 
said  in  your  talk  that  Berlin  had  20 
lesbian  bars  and  clubs,  and  100  gay 
bars  and  clubs.  That  boggles  the 
imagination. 

Jim:  There  were  amazing  things 
going  on  in  the  gay  scene  in  Berlin 
at  the  time  when  Christopher  Ish- 
erwood  moved  there,  in  pursuit  — 
as  he  puts  it  —  of  sexual  freedom. 
At  one  New  Years  Eve  ball,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  one  man  who  wanted  to 
impress  the  crowd  arrived  riding 
an  elephant.  I  don’t  think  that’s 
been  topped  even  in  New  York  Ci¬ 
ty. 

It’s  a  sociological  problem  to 
figure  out  where  the  qualitative 
shift  came  in  the  Berlin  sub¬ 
culture,  turning  it  into  a  com¬ 
munity.  There  was  certainly  a 
quantitative  change,  because  al¬ 
ready  by  the  turn  of  the  century 
Berlin  had  20  gay  men’s  bars;  les¬ 
bians  met  at  home  in  literary 
salons.  Those  also  constituted  a 
kind  of  public  space;  the  salon  as 
a  type  of  sheltered  public  sphere. 
The  spaces  that  homosexuals 
started  creating  go  way  back  in 
Germany,  as  they  do  in  England, 
to  the  eighteenth  century  or 
earlier. 

Perhaps  we  can  make  a  distinc¬ 
tion  between  a  ghetto  and  a  sub¬ 
culture.  The  ghetto  in  Germany 
extends  uninterruptedly  from  the 
eighteenth  century  to  the  present. 
The  earliest  cruisy  space  docu¬ 
mented  in  Germany  is  from  1500, 
in  the  public  square  next  to  the 
cathedral  of  Cologne.  That  was  a 
ghetto,  a  world  unto  itself,  at  least 
by  virtue  of  the  late  hour  at  which 
cruising  took  place.  That  ghetto 
persists  as  a  form  of  finding  and 
meeting  others  while  the  broader 
culture  expands  with  bars  and 
cafes,  public  spaces. 

The  gay  ghetto  expanded  quan¬ 
titatively,  purely  numerically  in 
terms  of  the  number  of  people  in¬ 
volved,  until  there  was  a  qualita¬ 
tive  leap  and  a  gay  subculture 
emerged  at  about  the  turn  of  the 
century.  This  subculture  went 
hand-in-hand  with  the  creation  of 
gay  identity  in  a  modern  sense  and 
with  the  organization  of  the  early 
homosexual  emancipation  move¬ 
ment,  bringing  about  a  different 
type  of  interaction  with  the  domi¬ 
nant  culture  that  had  not  been 
possible  for  ghettoized  gays. 
Nonetheless  the  ghetto  continued 
to  exist  alongside  or  underneath 
the  gay  subculture,  and  the  ghetto 
contained  a  lot  of  what  we  might 
call  straight-identified  homosex¬ 
uals.  They’re  closet  cases,  like  the 
situation  I  described  with  the 
Kaiser.  When  does  a  closet  case  be¬ 
come  a  coffin  case,  someone 


who’s  never  going  to  come  out 
despite  having  the  strongest  de¬ 
sires?  Then  they  fall  into  those  de¬ 
lusions  about  being  more  gifted, 
more  artistic,  more  sensitive  than 
others,  for  they  do  have  access  to 
feelings  that  others  —  the  straight 
majority  —  don’t. 

What  I’m  arguing  for  is  a  socio¬ 
logical  distinction  between  ghetto, 
subculture,  and  community.  The 
older  forms  persist  even  while  the 
new  ones  take  hold.  After  all,  even 
Hirschfeld  was  tied  in  with  the 
ghetto,  since  he  cruised  tearooms, 
but  he  was  also  the  most  important 
subcultural  figure,  the  most  pro¬ 
minent  gay  person  in  Germany. 
And  during  the  1920s,  another 
qualitative  shift  from  subculture 
to  community  began  to  take  place 
in  Germany.  Again,  it  was  a  quan¬ 
titative  shift  first  and  foremost, 
with  the  number  of  bars  increasing 
dramatically,  with  the  public 
discussion  of  gay  issues  achieving  a 
new  level,  and  especially  with  the 
appearance  of  a  gay  press  —  there 
were  about  twenty  gay  and  lesbian 
periodicals  in  Germany  in  the 
twenties,  at  a  time  when  there  was 
nothing  comparable  in  England, 
France,  or  America.  The  attempts 
to  start  gay  periodicals  in  Paris  and 
Chicago  were  stamped  out  by  the 
police  almost  immediately.  Peri¬ 
odicals  mean  the  opening  up  of  a 
new  kind  of  public  space  for  gay 
people,  and  they  mean  the  creation 
of  community. 

When  the  Nazis  came  to  power, 
they  immediately  halted  all  gay 
publications  and  the  gay  move¬ 
ment,  which  meant  strangling  off 
the  community.  They  also  raided 
gay  bars,  sending  their  patrons  to 
concentration  camps,  and  this 
crackdown  almost  meant  the  end 
of  the  subculture.  What  persisted 
during  the  Nazi  period  was  the 
ostracized  and  hidden  form  of  the 
gay  ghetto.  There  continued  to  be 
the  kind  of  secretive  cruising  that 
had  gone  on  for  centuries.  People 
did  meet  each  other,  lover  rela¬ 
tionships  did  form  throughout  the 
Nazi  period.  But  it  was  at  the  cost 
of  gay  people  reghettoizing 
themselves  into  the  smallest  ghetto 
—  the  couple.  It’s  interesting  to 
consider  what  might  have  happen¬ 
ed  to  gay  community  and  the  gay 
subculture,  what  forms  they  might 
have  taken,  if  there  had  been 
resistance,  but  there  wasn’t  any. 

Joe:  But  why  was  there  no 
resistance?  If  the  sense  of  identity 
and  community  was  stronger  than 
ever  before,  and  even  close  to  what 
it  is  today,  and  if  the  gay  move¬ 
ment  had,  as  you  said  in  your  talk, 
become  a  mass  movement  in  the 
1920s,  what  was  missing?  You  said 
in  your  book  that  there  was  a 
disturbing  gap  between  collective 
and  personal  liberation.  What  did 
that  mean  in  the  context  of 
Weimar  Berlin?  And  how  can  we 
learn  from  that  history? 

Jim:  Several  factors  were  at  work 
that  hindered  the  development  of 
gay  antifascism.  First  of  all,  it  was 
not  a  specifically  gay  problem, 
since  the  overall  scope  of  anti¬ 
fascism  was  very  limited  indeed. 
Gay  people  could  scarcely  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  more  politically 
astute  and  more  resistant  than  the 
general  population,  especially 
since  they  constituted  a  subculture 
within  the  dominant  culture.  So 
the  question  of  the  failure  of  re¬ 
sistance  has  to  be  posed  in  broader 
terms  and  the  gays  seen  as  just  one 
component  of  it.  The  question  as 
to  why  there  was  so  little  Jewish 
resistance  is  a  tortured  one  that 
has  also  caused  a  lot  of  debate. 
Gay  people  faced  the  problem  that 
the  strongest  force  within  the  an¬ 
tifascist  resistance,  the  socialists 
and  the  communists,  had  turned 
to  denouncing  the  Nazis  as  sexual 
perverts,  as  homosexuals.  There 
was  little  sympathy  for  the  plight 
of  gay  people  within  the  official 
antifascist  resistance.  After  all, 
the  Soviet  paper  Izvestia  was 
trumpeting  “Wipe  out  the  homo¬ 
sexuals,  and  fascism  will  be  elim¬ 
inated.”  While  the  Nazis  were

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Continued  from  page  1 1 
busy  decrying  homosexuality  as 
“sexual  bolshevism,”  the  com¬ 
munists  were  busy  equating 
homosexuality  and  fascism.  Gays 
were  very  isolated.  And  this  was  a 
situation  that  the  overwhelming 
majority  of  homosexuals  were  us¬ 
ed  to,  since  most  had  never  made 
it  beyond  the  ghetto  or  subculture 
stage  into  the  self-aware  gay  com¬ 
munity.  Even  if  the  gay  organiza¬ 
tions  of  the  twenties  did  have  a 
membership  of  50,000,  that’s  a 
handful  compared  to  the  figure  of 
2.2  million.  And  so  the  majority 
sought  individual  solutions,  just 
as  they’d  been  into  personal  sex¬ 
ual  liberation  rather  than  collec¬ 
tive  liberation  before  the  Nazis 
came  to  power. 

Attacked  by  the  right  and  the 
left,  with  a  shaky  basis  of  com¬ 
munity  feeling  to  begin  with,  gay 
people  were  unable  to  join  or  help 
create  an  antifascist  alliance,  and 
this  is  perhaps  the  most  important 
lesson  for  today  .We  have  to  make 
the  gay  community  as  strong  as 
possible,  and  we  also  have  to  seek 
alliances  with  other  forces  that  are 
advancing  progressive  social 
change.  I’m  sure  you  know  the 
famous  quotation  from  Pastor 
Martin"  Niemoller:  “When  the 
Nazis  came  to  arrest  the  commun¬ 
ists,  I  was  silent — I’m  not  a  com¬ 
munist.  When  the  Nazis  came  to 
arrest  the  socialists,  I  was  si¬ 
lent — I’m  not  a  socialist.  When 
the  Nazis  came  to  arrest  the  Cath¬ 
olics,  I  was  silent— I’m  not  a 
Catholic.  And  when  they  arrested 
me,  there  was  nobody  left  to  pro¬ 
test.” 


Notes 

1.  Paragraph  175  of  the  Ger¬ 
man  legal  code  outlawed  sod¬ 
omy.  Its  repeal  was  the  main 
focus  of  the  gay  movement  led 
by  Magnus  Hirschfeld. 


2.  The  Eulenberg  Scandal  began 
when  the  homosexuality  of  the 
closest  advisor  of  Kaiser 
Wilhelm  II,  Philipp  zu  Eulen¬ 
berg,  was  revealed  in  the  Ger¬ 
man  press  in  1906.  It  led  to  a 
series  of  resignations,  court 
trials,  and  parliamentary  hear¬ 
ings  which  exposed  the  homo¬ 
sexuality  of  a  number  of  men  in 
the  Kaiser’s  entourage.  The 
events  went  on  for  over  two 
years,  and  the  homosexual 
emancipation  movement  be¬ 
came  involved  in  the  trials.  Ul¬ 
timately,  it  damaged  the  homo¬ 
sexual  movement,  ruined  the 
careers  of  many  aristocrats  and 
officers,  and  led  to  a  shift  in 
Kaiser  Wilhelm’s  policies  in  the 
direction  of  greater  aggres¬ 
siveness,  thus  contributing  to 
the  outbreak  of  World  War  I.
